P ra c tic a b ility o f B nilroud C om petition 
w llh S ea-G oing V essels. 
N e w Y o r k , September 7th.—The Post's 
W ashington special Bays : In his annual re­ 
port Nimmo, Chief of Statistics, says regard­ 
ing the transportation of cereals from the 
Pacific States : “ There are now npwaid of 
500 vessels engaged in the California wheat- 
carrying trade, and this traffic is the moBt 
profitable in which the merchant marine of 
the world can engage.” Tn his opinion, a 
large percentage of this treffic ought to be 
Becnred by the railroads. 
He has obtained 
and will publish a mass of evidence bearing 
upon the practicability of competition by 
railroads with vessel?, together with views of 
interested persons of th9 three transconti­ 
nental routes now ccmolet d. 
Nimmo is of 
the opinion that the Southern Pacific offers 
the greatest advantages fur freight transport­ 
ation from the California « heat growing ter­ 
ritory, because the distance to be traversed 
by rail before reaching tide water is less by 
that route than by either of the others, Gal­ 
veston cr New Orleans offering excellent 
facilities fur chipping the cargoes 
The 
Northern Pacific offers excellent facilities as 
an outlet for the surplus production of the 
Oregon northern boundary wheat bolt to Du- 
lu-h, where the lakes and the Krie or W el­ 
land Canal furnish water transportation to 
the seaboard, thus materially reducing the 
cost of carryiug. 
The Uniou Pacific route, 
although it has been completed several years, 
has never engaged any considerable share of 
thia traffic, only 45Ó carloads having been 
carried over the road. Nimmo does not think 
that it will become a favorite route, at least 
for the present, 
M ethod* of o b ta in in g D ivorces. 
New Y ork, September 7th.—Peter Mitch­ 
ell, a lawyer of this city, has collected affi­ 
davits which he prnpoees to present to the 
Supreme Court of Kiogs county, in which it 
is averred he wilt let in light upon the 
methods of certain divorce lawyers in obtain- 
iog decrees for thoir clients. 
Mitchell’s cli­ 
ent, Mrs. Emma Glaze, in an ¡ ffilavit tells 
the story, which he corroborated in the main 
by half a dozen other witnesses.

eaya she was married to George T. Glaze of 
this city in November, 1878.

For that pnrposa she was in­ 
duced to employ Robert H . Shannon, who 
was known to her father. 
A verdict was re­ 
turned in her favor on the trial of the case. 
Judge Freedman subsequently set asido the 
verdict. 
Shannon then persuaded her to sue 
for a divorce, alleging that her husband’s 
family would not oppose if, and she would 
get §2,000. 
He took her to a divorce lawyer, 
where bogus witnesses were brought in who 
testified to adultery on the part of her hus­ 
band. and it now appears a decree of divorce 
was fraudulently obtained.

affidavit, giv63 it as hia belief that a great 
fraud has been practiced npon the plaintiff 
and the Court.

Sioux F a l l s (D. T ). September 7th.—The 
officers of the Conetitutionri Convention took 
the oath of office at yesterday morning's ses­ 
sion. 
The Committee on Knies submitted a 
report which is an exhaustive one. 
A reso­ 
lution was adopted that tho Convention do 
unatiimouely and most urgently call upon 
Congress the coming winter to open the Sioux 
reservation fur aettUm m t, making a just and 
reasonable crmpeneation to the Iodiaos, The 
interests of the Territory demand it. A reso­ 
lution was also pissed, appointing a commit­ 
tee of seven, to make known this action to 
the committee of the United 3tales Senate, 
now at Omaha, and urge upon them the 
necessity of the immediate action of Con­ 
gress with reference to the opening of the 
Sioux reservation.

JAY GOULD’S 
L IFE AND PRINCIPLES. 


(By Telegraph.) 


N ew Y o rk , September 7th.—The morning 
papers give Jay Gould’s narrative in full of 
the incidents of hia early life as related by 
him before the Senate Committee on Labor 
and Education. 
The following excite various 
comments : 
“ My surprise that my first em­ 
ployer could not be trusted by the farmer to 
whom I applied for my dinner while on tbis 
surveying trip was so great that it seemed to 
me as if the world had come to an end. 
I 
did not Know where I was to get my dinner, 
and I did not trv till long after three o’clock. 
After this rebuff I was naturally a timid boy. 
Only it had a great effect on me. 
I then was 
determined upon throwing up the whole en­ 
gagement, but I went out and had a good 
cry, where no one conld see me. 
Then I got 
down and prayed, and I felt better afterward. 
So I made up my mind to go ahead. 
I made 
np my mind to die in the last ditch. 
I was 
hungry, and I decided to go into the first 
house I came to and get something to eat. 
I 
did so. 
The woman treated mo kindly, gave 
me some bread and milk, and when I went 
away I told her to enter it down.” 
Referring to hia present enterprises Gould 
«aid: 
" I a m a Director in several toada, 
but I put my whole streegtb into the South­ 
western system. 
I don’t like to scatter 
around.” 
“ W hat you do, you do well, or try to ? ” 
asked Senator Blair. 
“ Certainly, 1 try to do all things well,” 
was the answer. 
‘ I think there is no cor­ 
poration in this country which pays so much 
attention to its employes as the W estern 
Union Telegraph Company. 
I t has special 
committees to look after their interrsts. 
Its 
employes are well paid for their services in 
comparisob with men of similar capacity, 
such as railroad employes and clerks in stores 
and connting-honse8. 
I have been all my 
life a laborer and an employer of laborers. 
Strikes come from various cause», but are 
principally brought about by tbe poorest, and 
therefore the d'ssatisfied element. 
There is a 
great field out West for surplus labor in the 
Eastern States.” 
" How can the poor laboring man get 
W est?” was asked. 
“ Easy enough, if ho really wants to go, 
but most of the poor laborers here don’t want 
to go W est; they prefer to remain in New 
York and be beggars to embracing n good 
chance of becoming nabobs out W est.” 
“ But suppose good honest laborers wanted 
to go West, nnd bad no money ?’’ said Blair. 
“ If he could not make arrangements to 
work bis poesage,” said Gould, " h e would 
have to walk.” 
“ How is a man with besltb and etrength 
and a family to get ont W est?' 
“ I think that might be tlie prop' r subject 
for our Legislature to deal with,” said Mr. 
Gruid, gravely. 
Speaking of trade* unions, Gould said : 
“ I think capitalists and laborers, if left alone, 
will naturally right their grievances. 
Socie­ 
ties are going up which magnify tfce-e things 
and create troubles that ought not to exist 
at all.” He did not, however, disparage ob­ 
jects ^for which these societies were created. 
Being asked by Senator Gall if there was 
not danger in exclusive rights being granted 
large corporations, Gonld replied : '* I do not 
think I am in any danger, 
I brought noth­ 
ing into the world and I don’t expect to take 
anything cut. 
I don’t think,” he continued, 
“ that these corporate franchises amount to 
mnch, because they are not exclusive—they 
are not monopolies. 
If exclusive franchises 
were given to a telegraph company, for in­ 
stance, that would be immensely valuable, 
but there is no such franchise.” The Times, 
in a characteristic bitter editorial ou Goold. 
calls attention to tbe total omission from bis 
minute autobiography yesterday of any ref­ 
erence to hia connection with the Erie H endí.

S a n F r a n c is c o , September 5, 1S83. 
To any one who has reaeon to regret the 
want of system or progress in his own 
early education, or in that of yonngsters in 
whom he is interested, nothing could be 
more satisfactory than the visit I made the 
other day to one of our primary public 
schools. 
There were light and air, healthy 
faces and straight backs, alert, interested 
teachers, and Bystem prevailing every­ 
where. 
It was a two-story building with 
ten class-rooms, each class occupying one 
room, and the foundation of all were the 
four “ receiving classes,” as they are 
called, where children not yet sufficiently 
instructed to take a place as regular 
scholars of the eighth grade, are instructed 
in the rudiments. • No child under six 
years old is admitted to the primary 
schools by rule, but Borae of the youngsters 
are such tiny mites that one is sometimes 
tempted to think that their parents are 
open to the same accusation as the little 
boy who made such remarkable statements 
about his sister's relationships. 


THE KINDERGARTEN SCHOOLS 
Are designed to reach the little ones under 
six years old ; but there is a feeling among 
many people in fivor,of the strict discipline 
which prevails in the public schools. There 
aie 550 children in this school, divided into 
ten classes, the eighth grade being subdi­ 
vided into high and low eighth, an arrange­ 
ment which has met with objection, but 
which is indispensable in this one school, 
and in this particular the excellence of the 
system makes itself apparent, as all lag­ 
gards and lazy ones and minds below the 
average are drafted out, and the studious 
allowed to pursue the settled course unde­ 
terred by stupidity not their own. 
So in 
the receiving classes, those who show a 
disposition 
to 
apply 
themselves 
are 
skimmed off every little while and allowed 
to progress as they will. 


IN THE RECEIVING CLASSES 
The reading is taught by charts. 
The 
child iinds a cap upon the picture chart, 
for instance, and is taught to associate the 
look of the word with the picture, and 
then to iind the word npon a chart without 
pictures. 
The up-hill science of reading is 
acquired much more easily iu this way, it 
has been proved, than by the old, laborious 
method of teaching the letters and their 
combinations. 
It was prettily illustrated 
in Miss French’s room by a little fellow 
much shorter than the pointer he used. 
Miss French, a most intelligent young 
lady, just graduated from the Normai 
School, is the queen of her class-room, and 
her good opinion is heartily striven for by 
her y oung subjects. One, in whom she had 
inculcated the desirability of wearing a 
collar as the completion of his attire, ap­ 
peared on the following day with two col­ 
lars od, one above the other. 
Boys and 
girls study desk by desk here, with the ex­ 
ception of the second high eighth class, 
presided over by Miss Smith, where all are 
boys, and with the difference that the lads 
take more kindly to arithmetic, and the 
lasses are more docile, the 


l-ITTLE MINDS STRUGGLE ON TOGETHER 
A t pretty mnch the tame average. 
The 
graceful Frincipal of the school, Miss Lucy 
Randolph, so favorably known as the ac­ 
complished representative of an old name, 
and as an excellent instructor, in making 
the daily tour of inspection a Principal is 
required to make, asked the yc.:ng mem­ 
bers of one of the classes if they felt rest­ 
less and unfit for study in the intensely 
warm weather wo were enduring. 
Then 
the showing of hands was all on the boys’ 
Bide of the room. 
There is a goodly 
sprinkling not only of Spanish and French, 
but also of the children of Ham ; there was 
one Japanese boy, too, whose writing on 
the slate was extremely good. 
The sys­ 
tem of writing in use in the school was 
new to me and seemed excellent. 
Its foun­ 
dation was the placing of guidiDg dots, 
which where afterwards to be joined by 
straight lines meeting at angles, wliicn 
gave a pointed and legible character to a 
page of the writing, much more elegant 
than the rotund corpulence of the fine 
writing of fifteen years ago. 
The teacher 
showed in which way to join the dots, 
that is, an 
‘ a ” should be begun from 
right to left with the higher dots. 
Some 
of the writing on the slates was much

about nine yearB old, who seemed fully to 
appreciate the dignity of his responsibility. 
Some of the unison singing was very 
pretty, but, most astonishing of ail, the 
self-possession of a little girl in one of the 
rooms, who sang Scanlan's " Peek a-boo ” 
song with appropriate gestures, a self-pos­ 
session only equaled by a braw Scotsman 
of eight in the sevsntc grade, who sang 
" Cornin’ thro’ the Uye," in the dialect of 
his native land, with a verve to do Burns' 
heart good.

In an interesting article on printing in 
China, the No)ih China Herald savs that 
the first great promoter of the art of print­ 
ing was Feng Yiog, who iu 932 A. D. ad­ 
vised the Emperor to have the Confucian 
classics printed with wooden iilocks en­ 
graved for the purpose. 
The first books 
were printed in a regular manner, and in 
pursuance of a decree in 953. 
The mari­ 
ner’s oornpaes and rockets were invented 
about the same time, showing that at this 
period men's minds were much stirred to­ 
ward invention. 
Twenty years after the 
edict the Mocks of the classics were pro­ 
nounced rtady, and were placed on sale. 
Large-sized editions, which were tb6 only 
ones printed at first, were soon succeeded by 
pocket editions. 
The works printed uuder 
the Lung Emperors at Hangchow were cel­ 
ebrated for their beauty ; those of western 
China came next, and those of Fokhein 
lust. 
Movable type3 of copper and lead 
were tried about the same time, but it was 
thought mistakes were more numerous 
with them, and therefore the fixed blocks 
were prepared. 
Paper made from cotton 
was tried, but it was found so expensive 
that the bamboo-made 
paper held its 
ground. 
In the Sung dynasty, the method 
was aiao tried of engraving on soft clay, 
and afterward hardening it by biking. The 
separate characters were not thicker than 
odinary copper coins. 
Each of them was 
in fact a seal. 
An iron plate was prepared 
with a facing of turpentine, wax and the 
ashes of burnt paper. 
Over this was 
placed an iron frame, in which the clay 
types were set up until it was full. 
The 
whole was then sufficiently heated to melt 
the wax facing. 
An iron plate was placed 
above the types, making them perfectly 
level, the wax being just soft enough to 
allow it to sink into it to the proper depth. 
This being done, 
it 
would 
be pos­ 
sible to privt several hundred or thousand 
cipies with great rapidity. 
Two forms 
prepared in this way were ready for the 
j rtssman’s use, so that when he had done 
with one he would proceed with another 
without delay. 
Here is undoubtedly the 
principle of the printing-press cf Europe, 
although western printeis can dispense 
with a soft wax bed for types, aud can ob­ 
tain a level surface without this device. 
Perhaps the need of capital to lay in a 
e’.oek of types, the want of a good type 
m tii easily cut and sufficiently hard, and 
tne superior beauty of the Chinese charac­ 
ters when carved in wood, have prevented 
t ;e wide employment of the movable types 
w n icii are so convenient for all alphabetical 
writing. 
The inventor of this mode of 
printing in movable types, five centuries 
before they were invented in Europe, was 
named Pi Sheng.—[Nature.

EARLY 
NOTIONS 
OF 
NA CUKE. 


Iu ail religions there are two great omni­ 
present relations—of man to nature, to 
Gud, and of man to man. 
One is the wor­ 
ship side, the other the moral side. 
Con- 
fiuing ourselves to the relation of man to 
nature, what has the study of early Aryan 
myths shown to be man’s first conception 
of the nature around him ? The Hindoos 
have probably wandered less over the face 
of the earth, and suffered less, than any 
other Aryan people. 
Their early religions 
records are consequently the clearest and 
best preserved. 
From these it appears 
that the earliest religion was what is now 
called animism. 
This is, as you choose, 
the soul, ghost, or spirit theory of nature, 
aud is supposed to have had its source in 
dreams, the impalpable nature of whose 
visions suggested 
the 
presence in the 
dreamer oi a soul distinct from the body. 
If the presence of a soul could explain 
dreams, it could equally well be made to 
explain euch things in himself as man 
could not rationally comprehend. 
The 
idea of his own soul is followed by the idea 
of a soul in every man. 
From this it is 
but a short step to the idea of a soul or 
spirit in nature, to account for mysterious 
powers and properties. 
Thunder and 
lightning become the work of a sp irit; 
fire, heat and cold the presence of others ; 
and so on throngh all nature. 
Wherever 
there is something inexplainable, there is a 
mysterious epirit. 
This is the earliest and simplest anim­ 
ism. 
Soon, however, unequal forces of 
nature suggest unequal spirits behind and 


id them, aud gradually great and 
s m a ll 
spirits develop, some predominating otherB. 
Throughout, all, whether equal, great or 
small, are worshiped on aocount of their 
mysteriouB powers. 
Besides the spirits in 
living bodies and in nature, are the souls 
released by deatb, but imagined still to 
wander at times about the earth, and to 
have some influence on living men, especi­ 
ally in controlling the fate of their bodily 
descendants. 
From this conception arose 
ancestral worship, aud the many cere­ 
monies at the grave intended to give peace­ 
ful rest beyond, that the departed spirit 
n,i*ht thus be kindly disposed toward his 
offspring. 
A belief in future lifo was nec­ 
essary to a strong, active people having a 
tenacious love of 
life.—[“ Dur 
Indian 
Mythology," in Popular Science. 


F a r m e r s A r b i t r a t e , D o n ’t L i t i g a t e — 
The law favors arbitration as a peaceable 
and inexpensive method of settling diffi­ 
culties. 
In many of the States there are 
statutory provisions, by which a judgment 
may be rendered on ths award or finding of 
arbitrators, concerning a matter duly sub­ 
mitted to them. 
It is almost always pose . 
ble to take a case out of Court and submit 
it to referees at any stage of its progress. 
In the absence of any statutory provisions, 
it is always lawful for parties to agree to 
submit their differences to arbitrators, and 
abide by their decision. 
The agreement to 
do so may be either oral or written, but 
the latter is the better way. Tne form is 
not essential, except that the meaning 
should be carefully expressed. 
It is cus­ 
tomary, in addition to the agreement, for 
the parties to execute to each other an ar­ 
bitration bond, conditioned on each party 
performing the award given by the arbi­ 
trators, whatever it may be. 
If the award 
is properly made it then becomes bindiDg 
on the parties. 
Arbitration is well worth 
considering by farmers who find them­ 
selves in dispute about some simple ques­ 
tion of fact, as for instance, the amount of 
damage which A’s breechy cattle have 
done to B’s corn, or as to what was the 
value of A’s Ebeep which were killed by 
B*8 bad dog. 
Such questions can generally 
he quickly, cheaply and justly settled by 
one or more fair-minded neighbors, and 
the expense, delay and aggravation of a 
suit in Court may be thus avoided.—[Amer­ 
ican Agriculturist.

At last the dream of seven years was to 
lie fulfilled, and on the 17th of July we left 
Highland Farm on a camping trip to the 
Big Trees of Calaveras county, about 
which we had heard much. 
Our paity 
consisted of eight persons, ranging from 6 
to S2 years. 
We had heard so much about 
camping parties always forgetting some 
very important item, that in our anxiety 
to prove an exception to that general rule, 
we took many thiDgs not really neceesary, 
aud asa result,from being so heavily loaded, 
we had to stop at a blacksmith shop for 
repairs ere we had gone fonr miles from 
home. 
We pitched our tent the firet night in 
Amador county, and to our eyes, that had 
grown so tired looking out upon the nearly 
unbroken plains, even that change was 
very pleasant, and, with 


THE EVERLASTING HILLS 
Encircling us like a protecting power, we 
slept as sweetly as in our beds at home. 
The next morning we repacked our goods 
and chattels, leaving three or four hundred 
pounds of freight at a farm hon3e near 
where we camped. 
At lone City we 
stopped while our hunters made a few pur­ 
chases, aud while waiting heard our rig 
highly compiimented by observing parties. 
That day we took our lunch underneath a 
large oak tree, whose spreading branches 
gave us a lovely shade. 
On our right was 
a large orchard containing, as nearly as we 
couid judge, one hundred acres, wi .h not 
a particle of fruit, it having been killed by 
frost. 
We passed through Buena Vista, 
fording the Mokelumne river at Lincha 
Plana. 
After we had taken lunch at that 
point, and were getting ready to ford the 
river, grandpa went on, we supposing he 
would wait at the river and croBi on the 
wagon ; but he preferred to paddle his own 
canoe, and as we reached the brow of the 
hill we saw him with his pantB rolled above 
hia knee wading the river. 
As he got 
across he flourished his cane above hia head 
aud quite crowed over us. 
The accnery at 
that point is 


VERY WILD AND ROMANTIC, 
And as the wind made its mournful music 
among the topa of the pines, I thought of a 
dear friend saying once that she wa3 home­ 
sick to hear the wind among the pines, and 
we too enjoyed it. 
We traveled very lei­ 
surely, and so could enjoy and drink in the 
beautiful and varied scenery of dark can­ 
yons and high monntain spurs, with here 
and there small valleys that showed culti­ 
vation, UDtil stopped by the precipitous 
side of some hill or monntain. 
All along 
our way are scattered these foothill farms ; 
and worthy of all honor are the brave men 
and women who are building up these 
homes where they are partly, and, iu many 
cases, almost wholly deprived, at present, 
of communication with the outer world. I 
wonder if we, on the plains, can realize 
the hardships they encounter in wrestiDg 
the soil from the grasp of trees and the 
persistent chaparral. 
At times our road 
was anything but good, and grandpa would 
insist on walking down some of the worst 
hills, saying he did not wantto go to eternity 
from any such country as that. 
The rest 
of us walked up and down the worst hills 
to lighten the load, and one of our horses 
got so he would stop at the foot of a hill, 
look aronnd as if to say, “ Out of there !” 
and then strike out and pnll bravely. 
As 
we rode 
ALONGSIDE BEAR MOUNTAIN 
Our driver told how some twenty-live years 
ago he lost his way while crossing that 
mountain, but, after wandering about for 
several hours, found a Mexican cattle 
herder who directed him on the right trail 
and to safety. 
W e expected he would sea­ 
son his recital by giving some hair breadth 
escape with a hear, from which the moun­ 
tain got its name, but he humanely spared 
us. 
We reached Murphy’s (fifteen miles 
from the Big Trees) a little psst noon on 
the 21st, and were directed to a lovely 
camping spot about one miie beyond on 
the “ Big Tree” road. 
Here we enjoyed a 
two days' rest. Ail along our way we found 
the people exceedingly kind, extending 
coartesies with generous hands. 
There 
are lovely orchards around Murphy’s hut 
no fruit, it having suffered by frost like 
the whole section through 
which 
we 
passed. 
It is the first total failure, and 
the people feel it keenly. 
Timothy hay 
and red clover grow there finely. 
On the 
morning of the 24th we broke camp, aud, 
with a lighter wagon, started up the grade 
to the goal of our ambition—"T h e Big 
Trees.” 
The road up the grade is quite 
steep but in good condition, and we very 
much enjoyed the ride with its 


EVER-CHANGING SCENERY 
Of rushing streams, canyons that looked 
refreshingly cool in their deep, dark depths, 
and rifts in the mountain sides through 
which we could look out upon the world 
beyoud. 
As we neared the end of our 
journey we were surprised at the eize of 
the pines, and felt that a sight of them 
alone would repay us for all our trouble. Su­ 
gar and pitch pines from eighteen to 
twenty-three feet in circumference, and bo 
straight and tali that they seem to pierce 
the very sky. 
Reliable authorities say 
they r&Dge to the hight of two hundred 
and seventy-five feet. 
A railroad through 
this country would open up one of the 
richest lumber Beetions of the Sierra Ne­ 
vadas. 
I thiDk that as one enters the Big 
Tree grove the first feeling generally is that 
of slight disappointment, but the loDger he 
stays tie stronger grows the sense of won­ 
der, admiration and awe. 
The road lead­ 
ing to the hotel passes between the “ Two 
Sentinels” over three hundred feet in hight. 
The larger of the two is twenty-three feet 
in diameter. 
The eye at first disbelieves, 
but actual measurement dissipates the 
doubt. 
There are ninety-one named trees 
in the 
MAMMOTH GROVE, 
Besides a number of ycung ones, that, bar­ 
ring accidents by fire, etc., aie expected in 
a thousand years or so to be well grown 
specimens of the Sequc-ia Gigantea family. 
A dancing-room is built on the stump of 
one tree over thirty feet in diameter. 
We 
thought it a pretty good-sizsd room— 
ninety-two feet in circumference. 
Taking 
the actual measurements of the “ Pride of 
the Forest” it is found to contain over four 
hundred cords of four-foot wood, and it is 
not the largest tree. 
The “ Pioneers’ 
Cabin” had a large burnt cavity, which this 
year has been so enlarged by workmen, 
that a stage could easily pass through it 
with enough of the tree left on each side 
to support it in health. 
The “ Father of 
the Forest,” a fallen tree, measures over 
one hundred feet in circumference at its 
base. 
It was broken in its fall three hun­ 
dred feet from its base, and there measures 
sixteen feet in diameter, and taking the 
taper of the other trees this giant must 
have been four hundred and fifty feet high. 
Is it a wonder we felt as if we should go 
into their presence with uncovered heads? 
“ Emerson” is a beautiful tree (we thought 
it the finest in the grove), near where we 
camped, and it seemed like parting with 
a friend when we left. 
Six miles south 
of Mammoth Grove is 


THE SOUTH GROVE, 
Containing one thousand three hundred 
and eighty of the Sequoia Gigantea, some 
of which are larger than any standing tree 
at Mammoth Grove. The largest is thirty- 
five feet in diameter. 
One of them has a 
burnt cavity that will hold sixteen men on 
horseback. 
All the trees show marks of 
fire at Borne remote period. 
Although we 
were at the Big Trees between two and 
three days, it was very reluctantly we 
turned our feet homeward. 
All along we 
had been told we would have to pay exor­ 
bitant prices for everything we needed at 
the Big Trees, and that the people there 
had a horror of campers. On the contrary, 
we found the prices of all things very rea­ 
sonable, hay being the highest—$30 per 
ton by retail. 
We bought bread at ten 
cents a loaf, milk at ten cents per quart, 
and the sweetest, tenderest beefsteak we 


have ever had in the State, for ten cents 
per pound. 
Mr. Sperry, as well as every­ 
one there, was as conrteous to ns as if we 
i had been guests at the hotel. 
The air at 
the “ Trees” is delightfully invigorating, 
the water cold, soft and clear as crystal. 
There are many points of interest, among 
which are 


THE SAN ANTOINE FALLS, 
One hundred and fifty feet high, on the 
San Antoine creek. 
At “ Gardner’s” are 
found the Big Meadows and the north fork 
of the Stanislaus river, which affords 
scenery wild enough for any one. 
W’e 
spent one day there, going through the im­ 
mense pine forests four miles, till we 
reached the river. 
Part ef the way the 
trail was so narrow that one false step 
would have rolled horse and rider down 
the steep declivity. 
W’e tried fishing, but 
the fish were wary and would not bite, so 
we admired the works of Nature, gathered 
some lovely ferns and then wended our 
way back to camp, where three of our 
party had staid to rest. 
The hotel at Big 
Trees is large aud commodious, and better 
camping ground one coaid not wish, and 
taken altogether it forms one of the best 
and most restful summer resorts in the 
State. 
We left there on the afternoon of 
the 26ch, had a rapid and pleasant ride 
down the grade to Murphy’s, where we 
rested two more days, then took up our 
march toward home.

FOOD 
ADULTERATION 
IS 
PARIS. 


The niuniciptl laboratory for the analysis 
of the Bolid and liquid food sold in Paris is 
issuing a series of reports, which show 
that nearly every article of consumption is 
more or less adulterated. 
We have already 
referred to the extensiva scale upon which 
wine, spirits aud bsor are adulterated, but 
it is more surprising stiil to find that coffee 
and even chocolate are rarely sold pure. 
Chocolate is, as a rule, adulterated by the 
substitution of bean meal, powdered date 
stones for the rich matter which the natural 
cocoa contains, and ont of seventy-seven 
specimens of chocolate brought to the 
laboratory, nearly half were adulterated 
in this fashion. 
It might be thought that 
however much ground coffee might be 
adulterated by the mixture of chicory and 
other substances, one was safe in buying it 
when in the berry ; but this is a great mis­ 
take, for there arc several establishments in 
Faris which manufacture a compound of 
ground acorns, burnt wheat and coffee 
dregs into berries, which are then dipped 
in an alcoholic solution of colophone to give 
them the appearance of "b est Mocha.”’ 
Out of twenty-eight speoimens of whole 
coffee, twelve were found to he adulterated, 
eo that it is cot in the East only that one 
drinks “ bad coffee.” 
Even the chicory 
used to adulterate coffee is not, as a rule, 
pore, the most common form of adultera­ 
tion being oxide of iron and ocher. 
There 
is still greater difficulty in procuring gen­ 
uine pepper, for out of 125 specimens ex­ 
amined 84 were adulterated, potato starch, 
pulverieed olive and date stones, cayeone, 
pimento,chalk, piaster,aud dust from shop 
floors being among the elements discov­ 
ered. 
Sugar and honey seem to have es­ 
caped so far the fraudulent devices of dis­ 
honest traders, but syrups—which are so 
largely consumed in France—and jam are 
very generally adulterated. 
Out ot thirty- 
nine specimens of syrup twenty-four had 
been artificially colored, and were not, 
therefore, m ale from the fruits which they 
were named after, while nine were made 
from substances deleterious to health. 
It 
is even worse with jam, for out of eighteen 
specimens, fourteen were made principally 
from glucose, while much of the red cur­ 
rant jelly sold in I’atis is made without 
currants, the jelly being obtained by the 
use of seaweed, the color with fuchsiue, 
and the flavor with an essence made of 
acetic, tartaric and other acids. 
Even 
bread, the daily consumption of which in 
France is estimated at 16,000 tons a day, 
is very much adulterated in Faris by 
dampening the flour so as to increase 
its 
weight, 
mixing 
it with 
bean- 
meal, potato-starch, e ta , or adding to it 
deleterious compounds of lead, eoppev, sine, 
sulphate of lime and chalk. Out of thirty- 
one specimens of bread analyzed, only 
thirteen were made of pure wheat flour, 
and in examining the composition of flour 
the spectrum analysis has been found of 
great assistance, as the presence of chem­ 
ical compounds can be detected at once. 
Butter is even more generally adulterated 
than bread, for out of sixty-two samples 
only seven were pure. 
When one remem­ 
bers that the margarine manufactured in 
New York is equivalent to the quantity of 
butter which could be made from 300,000 
cows, and that whole ship loads of it are 
exported from Holland to Normandy, and 
sent thence to Paris as “ best Normandy 
batter,” it will be easy to understand why 
the report of the analysis is so unfavorable.

On January 7th I left Vivi for Ieangila 
and Stanley Pool. 
Mr. Stanley was very 
ill with fever the day I started ; bat, 
though he was bnrniDg and shivering alter­ 
nately, he woald not let me go forward 
without ascertaining that everything which 
could aid me in my journey had been 
placed at my disposal. 
Above all, he gave 
orders that three “ picked” 
Zanzibaris 
were to accompany me as an escort during 
my journeyings ; and it was thus that I 
made the acquaintance of three eervants of 
the “ treasure” type, dependants who be­ 
came valuable friends ; and it will be long 
before I forget Faraji, Mafti and Imbono, 
or cease to regiet the almost affectionate 
service they bestowed on me. 
Now we 
trudge along through high grass that very 
much circumscribes the view—it is terribly 
exasperating, that all-ob9curing grass ; one 
of the first and foremost of Africa’s Detty 
disagreeables. 
Some of this 


MONSTROUS HERBAGE 
Scatters on ns barbed seeds that are armed 
at one end by a sharp needle point, and 
surrounded with short reversed hairs, so 
that once the seed enters the clothing it 
can only work inward and uot backward. 
Soon our bodies are pricked and scratched 
and irritated by the sharp-pointed awns 
th3t have penetrated through th8 inner­ 
most clothing to the skin. Here, however, 
we are at another village, Nguvi Mpanda, 
surrounded, as are moat Congo hamlets, 
by splendid foreot trees and well-kept 
plantations. 
Beforo we enter it, the path 
winds through mauy fields of manioc 
(which gives the ediblo root so largely con­ 
sumed in these regions), and in these fields 
women, who are cleaning the weeds away 
with strongly-made native hoeB, look up 
and scream to one another, “ Mundele, 
mundele!” 
(White man, white man!) Of 
course, we comport ourselves with dignity 
befure t'uis keen public curiosity, and be­ 
nignly smile and pat the little wondering 
children on the head, as we pursue our 
road through the village. But our progresa 
is momentarily stopped. 
The Chief—he is 
my hlood-brother now, and I am ashamed 
to say that I 


CANNOT TO-DAY RECALL HIS NAME— 
Will not hear of our passing his village 
without a rest or a drink. 
So we sit un­ 
derneath hiB cool thatched veranda and 
drink delicious, foaming palm wine, like 
new-made ginger beer. 
As it is served to 
us in a silver-gilt jug, and we quaff it out 
of a s lver-gilt goblet, you will remark that 
civilization has lately hovered near Nguvi 
Mpaada. 
Now on again through more 
plantations of manioc, ground nuts and In­ 
dian corn, till we arrive at another village, 
with another hospital Chief, this time 
wearing a very bushy beard and whiskers. 
“ No, we can’t stop here, thank you,” is 
our firm reply to his ardent iavitations ; 
“ we must reach the Ilivir Loa to-night.” 
Then an exasperating rocky path, all stiarp 
stones and sudden descents ; then a little 
bit of marsh intervenes, and so we are in 
the valley of the Loa, or in the valloys, 
rather, for canyons and ravines intersect 
the hills in all directions. It is not a beau­ 
tiful country hereabouts. 
It looks 


SEARED AND YELLOW ON THE HILLSIDES, 
And spotted with unpleasant scrubby little 
hushes, giving no shade and bearing lead- 
colored frnits. 
Along the little stream, 
where I go to take a bath, through the tall, 
rank grass that borders the channel, buffa­ 
loes have passed and browsed some few 
hours before, and left some traces of their 
pastnring. I undress and place my clothes 
on the stones. 
Oh ! the woes of inexperi­ 
ence. 
All along the road I have seen my 
men 
slapping themselves 
with 
leafy 
branches to keep off the flies, but I, being 
clothed, felt no inconvenience, and there­ 
fore drew no inference from their actions. 
Now that I am unclad myself, myriads of 
small black flics settle on me, and raise 
little points of blood where they pierce the 
skin with their red-hot needle-like lancets. 
My bath is hut a short one, and is, while it 
lasts, total immersion, after which I hur­ 
riedly drag ou my clothes to screen my 
smarting, itching skin. 
African disagree­ 
able number two is black, blood-sucking 
flies, 
A DISMAL REGION. 
Between the lliver Bundi and the Lulu 
lies a dismal region. 
One would say it was 
under the enchantment of some wicked 
wizard, who had cast a spell over every­ 
th in g ; perhaps the evil Genius of Africa 
trying his hardest to discourage the pene­ 
tration of white men into his eecrete. The 
grass is tall, sometimes eight or nine feet 
high. 
When it is dry, it cuts you like a 
razor. 
It slashes you across the face and 
the backs r,f your hands. 
The blades in­ 
tercross and bar your way like hostile sa­ 
bers ; they insultingly whip off your hem- 
let ; they fetter your legs and interlace 
themselves around your ankles ; but, like 
most African difficulties, they lose much 
of their resisting power if boldly encoun­ 
tered. 
Squeeze your hat on tightly, lower 
your head, put yonr hands in your pockets 
and charge through them, and they will 
yield before you. 
But evidently 
the 
wicked Genius, seeing this does not deter 
us, calls another agent to his aid. 
About 
midday, the sky being fairly serene, I no­ 
tice near the horizon little masses of blue- 
gray clouds, but, as they are blowing away 
from us, I think them unworthy of atten­ 
tion ; until my men, who better know the 
tokens of African weather than I, look at 
them and say “ rain,” and although I hope 
they may be wrong, gradually these little 
masses of cloud creep around the horizon, 
lifting themselves up bit by bit, and soon 
the whole heaven becomes covered with 


A FALL OF AWFUL BLACK PLOUD. 
We have arrived at a little camping-place 
uuder some shade, and here, in spite of my 
ideas of the oonnectiou between trees and 
lightning, my carriers advise me to stop. 
The rain had already begun to hiss down, 
bnt fortunately my tent was soon pitched 
and my baggage brought under shelter. 
The ground, however, was very dank, and 
oppressed by tho gloomy sky I felt disposed 
to be miserable, especially as clouds of hor­ 
rible little black files aud venomous mos­ 
quitoes tormented me continually, and 
sadly inflamed my hands with their bites. 
However, with that adroitness which most 
uncivilized races possess of quickly light­ 
ing a fire, my men had soon made a splendid 
and comforting blaze out of the fragments 
of wet timber that lay around, and I pres­ 
ently had water boiling and a steaming hot 
cup of coffee ready. 
Then when I had 
hollowed out a round space in the center of 
the tent and tilled it with red-hot wood 
ashes, which diffused a grateful sense of 
warmth and dryness and at the same time 
routed the many insects, and when my 
tent was firmly shut against the rain, and 
I sat down to drink iny coffee and read 
tome old newspapers, my feeling of 


d i s c o n t e n t h a d c o m p le te l y v a n is h e d , 
And I passed a not unpleasant evening, 
writing and reading. 
It is thus by taking 
a littie trouble to make one’s self comfort­ 
able under unpromising circumstances that 
one may alleviate many African troubles 
and avoid much ill-health. 
On the other 
side of the River Lulu every one seemed 
inclined to repose from their fatigues. The 
loads were all disposed round the camping- 
place, the tent was pitched, and the break­ 
fast put in preparation. 
In the meantime 
the majority of the men went down to 
bathe. 
I took off my wet thiDgs and laid 
them on great bowlders to dry, and also 
went to wash in the river. 
The water was 
refreshing and cool, but unfortunately the 
horrible littie black flies were still here, and 
rendered any uncovering of one’s person 
torture, for they settled in clouds on the 
naked skin, spotting it with little points of 
blood. 
After a good rest and an enjoyable 
meal I Btarted ahead once more with my 
Zanzibaris. The influence of the bad Genius 
was now clearly over, and that of 


distant cousin. 
They were big, brown 
creatures, I could not determine of what 
species, but they appeared to have con 
structed large, unwieldly nests on the 
highest branches of the trees, and on these 
mauy of them were sitting, watching us, 
in fancied security, 
I could easily have 
brought some of them down with my Win- 
cheater rifle, but fer what good ? we 
couldn’t stop to skin them or roast them, 
and why break the spell of this beautiful 
place with cruel death ? 
By-and-by, we 
came to a curious sandy tract, where only 
oil-palms were growing. 
This was evi 
dently 
FART OF THE CONGO’S BED ONCE, 
For there were water marks still on the 
soil. 
The Congo is often said to shift its 
course little by little, as in this spot. Pass­ 
ing throngh the groups of palm trees, I ar­ 
rived at a point where the hand of man 
was evident, for a semblance of a road 
throngh the rocks grew very perceptible, 
and it last, following this rough pathway, 
I emerged on a sort of quay advancing on 
the river. 
It is this place that has gained 
for Stanley his famous nickname among 
the natives, “ Bala M atada,” (the “ Stone- 
breaker"), for here he clove a way by 
means of explosives through a wail of rock 
which barred his passage, and then con­ 
structed a passable toad over the debris. 
He also built a sort of quay or breakwater 
to check the force of the Congo as it comes 
tearing round tbe corner. 
From this 
structure yon command a splendid view. 
Nearly in front of you two branches of the 
Congo, separated by a long island, 


COME RUSHING TO A MEETING, 
Like two friends that a temporary obstacle 
has parted, or like two great political par­ 
ties, which, in view of the difficulties fur­ 
ther on, agree to coalesce. 
At the end of 
the island, right across the river, are strewn 
hidden rocks, but over these the two 
racing currents leap triumphantly, and the 
waves madly run with a joyous clamor to 
their union. 
Some distance below froth 
and roar are over, but a great and irresist­ 
ible body of water sweeps on its course, 
lettiDg no obstacle stem its overwhelming 
tide. 
On the island the trees bordering 
the water tremble and nod, as if in fear, as 
the great current strikes against them ; 
but higher up the foliage is massive, rich, 
and majestic, and stands haughtily un­ 
moved by the moving flood beneath. 
But 
the river from time to time bringB down 
those proud groves with a cruel resistless 
force; it washes away their foundations, 
and carries them, tranks and crowns, to 
be dashed to pieces in tho cataracts and to 
strew with their torn fragments the distant 
shores of Boma and the ee3-mouth.—[Cor­ 
respondence London Telegraph.

Tom, however, explained th at it was quite 
an ordinary occurrence for this curious ani­ 
mal to part with its caudal appendage, 
when by th at means escape from captivity 
was possible.—[St. Nicholas.

Do not make it harder for me to 
refuse by urging me. 
I m ust stay here— 
there is no other place for m e.’

T hat 
night came the news cf the severe illness 


I t cannot he claimed th at we havo yet 
learned all th at is to be known about our 
stomachs and the reactions th at take place 
w ithin them , notw ithstanding the fact th at 
one man, at least, lived for m any years 
w ith an open window, as it were, in hia 
stomach. Every contribution to cur knowl­ 
edge of the subject based on real, first­ 
hand, experim ental proof, has some value, 
hence we think th a t the recent experi­ 
m ents of Dr. P. J. Spenzer upon the effect 
of wine on the medical properties of pepsin 
are w orthy of cartful and thoughtful a t­ 
tention, imperfect a3 they are. 
Pepsin, 
also kuew n as chimosin, is one of the ac­ 
tive ferments of digestion. 
For medicinal 
purposes it is prepared by scraping the 
well-waehtd stomach of a hog, and in this 
state possesses the property of dissolving 
a large quantity of coagulated albumen, 
such as the white of egg. 
Dr. Spenzer, in 
his paper read before the Ohio State Phar­ 
maceutical Association, gives the amount 
of white of egg (hard boiled) th at will be 
dissolved by one grain of the pure pepsin, 
of different m akers, when mixed with eight 
drops of pure concentrated hydrochloric 
acid in six hours. 
The am ount varied 
from 68 to 170 grains, w ith an average of 
about 80 grains. 
H e found th a t the acid 
alone would dissolve half as m uch as the 
acid and pepsin, or 40 grains, »Hd th at S 
drops of acid and 100 c. c. of ten per cent 
alcohol w. uid dissolve as much aibnmen as 
tbe ordinary commercial pepsin and acid 
would together. 
This would make alcohol 
equal to pepsin as a digestive agent for egg 
albumen. 
For raw beef the case is quite 
different, acid and alcohol having less 
power than acid alone, while acid and milk 
sugar dits ived as much meat as the best 
pepsin w ith acid. 
I : is to be regretted th at 
alcohol was not tried in combination with 
pepsin. 
In conclusion. Dr. Spenzer states 
his conviction th at an hour’s exercise in tbe 
fresh air is equal in digestive power to any 
u-ual dose of pepsin, regardless of maker. 
W hen commercial pepsin is used it should 
be as fresh as possible. 
H . Seem an 
proved th at free hydrochloric exists in the 
stomach, although the presence of peptone3 
prevents its detection by means of m ethyl 
violet. 
This is probably one reason why 
it has so long been an unsettled question 
w hether it was hydrochloric or lactic acid 
th at gave the ac'dity to tbe gastric juice.— 
[Scientific American. 


HINTS 
FOR 
THE 
fcI0K -R00M . 


Sickness is too apt to he synonymous 
w ith sadues», and it is all.im portant that 
the person in charge of a patient should 
wear a bright, hopeful countenance. 
The 
weak look to the strong for support, and 
are quick to m ark the slightest tokens of 
uneasiness or apprehension on the part of 
those about their bedsides, although they 
may give no outw ard expression of their 
sense of it a t the time. 
A nurse who 
combines apparent confidence as to a happy 
result w ith the tender attentions neeesBary 
to secure it does but discharge the proper 
functions of her calling, save in extreme 
cases, of which we are not treating here. 
Let the nurse be quiet. 
Let her dress be 
of no stiff or rustling m aterial ; her shoes 
of a kind th at shall in no wise creak or 
cry. 
Tbe modulation of the voice, too, 
should be carefully attended to. 
W e can­ 
not, and should not, forbear attendance 
upon the sick because nature has not gifted 
us w ith th a t rare, blessed boon of a 
sw eet and musical voice ; yet, even more 
earnestly than the 
elocutionist, should 
the nurse study to m odulate such organs 
as she does possess to the utm ost gentle­ 
ness of which they are capable. For noth­ 
ing is of greater importance, we would as­ 
sure her, if she desires to soothe irritated 
nerves, and quiet perturbed spirits, than 
to ase habitually soft and calm speech in 
all her conversaron, cither with the sick 
or ic their presence. 
I t is prim arily im ­ 
portant th at au attendant should give quick 
heed to the physician's orders, and obey 
them exactly. 
The 
hard beaded 
and 
opinionated nurse is one who incurs a 
heavy responsibility, and in nine cases out 
of ten brings to grief her patient as well 
as herself. 
Take care that no disagreeable 
topic of conversation be continued, if per­ 
chance introduced. 
G et more imperative ; 
guard against talking at all when the pa­ 
tient indicates by his own silence a d-jBire 
for quiet. 
If the vo‘e of all the sick were 
taken as to th at fault ia their rurses, from 
which they suffer most, we should not be 
surprised if. w ith oae voice, they wonld say, 
garrulity. 
I t is conceded th at tru th lies at 
the foundation of all popular beliefs, and 
it so, then nurses as a class are prone to 
talk too much. Let so bass a vice as gossip 
no longer degrade one of the noblest and 
beneficent of human callings—the care of 
the sick.—[American A griculturist.

S h ip C o n s t i t u t i o n .—The ship Consti­ 
tution was built in Boston in 1764, when 
Congress authorized the building of six 
frigates, none to carry less than thirty- 
eight guns, though the C onstitution carried 
forty-four. 
In 1806 she v. as employed in 
fighting the pirates in the M editerranean, 
and in tho war 
of 1S12 
did excellent 
servios. 
W hen under the command of 
Captain H all, she captured tbe Guerriere 
and the Java, and when under the com­ 
mand of Captain B air bridge, the P.ctou 
and Cyace, and the Levant under Captain 
Stewrwt. 
From th at tim e she ba«- been 
has i held in reverence by tbe American people. 
Years ago, when tbo N avy D epartm ent 
projected having her pulled to pieces and 
her tim bers sold, Oliver W endell Holmes 
wrote his poem, beginning. “ Aye, tear 
her tattered ensign 
down,” which had 
such an effect upon the puiilic mind th at 
sbe was saved. 
She was recently lying at 
the K ittery Navy Y ard, M aine, for re­ 
pairs, for the purpose o ‘‘ being used in the 
future as a receiving and probably aB a 
training-ship also. 


Professor Alexander Graham Bell has de­ 
voted a great deal of tim e recently to the 
preparation of a bibliography of electric­ 
ity, w ith a view to facilitate the labors of 
scientific investigators. 
He has gathered 
in tha library a t the top of his handsome 
home on Scott Circle, W ashington, the 
titles of 40,000 books, pamphlets and short 
articles un electricity, and has only begun 
the collection. 
Bricks im pregnated at a high tem pera­ 
ture w ith asphalt are being successfully 
used in Berlin for street pavement. 
By 
driving out the air and w ater w ith heat, 
bricks will take up from 15 to 20 per cent, 
of bitum en, and the porous, brittle mate- 
ial becomes durable and elastic under 
pressure. The bricks are then put endways 
on a beton bed, and set w ith hot tar. 
I t 
is said th at tho rough usage which the 
pavem ent made of these bricks will stand 
is astonishing. 
Dr. Schlieman is very busy in the prep­ 
aration of his German and English work 
on his last excavations. 
To K arl Blind be 
recently wrote : “ Proofs in point of fact 
of your views 39 to the kinship between 
Trojans and Thrakians, whioh latter were 
interpreted 
as 
belonging 
to

I have found 
near and íd the tum ulus of Proterilaos, 
in the Thrakian Chersonese ; for the gar­ 
dens all aronnd, and the tum nlns itself aie 
strew n w ith fragments of th a t wonderful 
pottery which only occurs in the first and 
oldest settlem ent of Troy and nowhere 
else.” 
From a zoological paper by M, Michaud 
on the m aterial collected and observa­ 
tions 
made 
by 
him in the valley of 
the 
Ogoona 
in 
C entral 
Africa, 
some 
interesting 
facts 
are 
given. 
The 
tem perature 
is 
nearly 
constant 
at 
about 90’ Fahrenheit. 
Maize, manioc, and 
tobacco are grown. 
A lthough the people 
are peaceable they are very brave. 
The 
sheep have no wool, and but very little 
hair. 
In the forests there is a dark, fierce 
species of cattle found in great abundance, 
probably because the fear w ith which the 
□atives regard them allows these animals 
to m ultiply w ithout the restraint of the 
chase. 
There are no indigenous horses in 
the region. 
A new blasting m aterial is thus d<- 
scribed : 
Two m ixtures are prepared, tbe 
first consisting of 36.06 parts of potassium 
or Bodium bisulphate. 2$ 60 parts of po­ 
tassium nitrate and 9 20 parts of glycerine, 
and tho second one of 50 to 65 parts of a 
chlorate and 45 to 50 parts of a body 
rich 
in carbon. 
The 
latter 
m ixture 
on 
igniting 
produces 
heat enough 
to 
convert tbe glycerine in the first m ixture 
into nitro glycerine, which a t once ex­ 
plodes. 
The carbonaceous m aterial is sa t­ 
urated w ith concentrated solutions of the 
bisulphate, nitrate, and chlorate, and then 
dried. 
The mass is then mixed w ith gly 
cerine and made into cartridges. 
Dr. Frelize, a Brazilian, believes th at he 
has discovered the yellow parasites in the 
blood of yellow fever patients. 
E xperi­ 
m ents w ith some of the germs seem to lead 
to the belief th at he is right in some of the 
lower animals usually selected for pur­ 
poses 
of 
experim ent. 
W hat 
tests 
were made seem to prove the same charac­ 
teristics 
as 
those 
from 
the 
original 
fever 
victim. 
The 
doctor’s 
explora- 
liona appear to prove th at these parasitic 
germs of death survive in the soil where 
the body is buried. 
From each places may 
come m inute living organisms whioh can 
cause the most m ysterious and fatal out­ 
breaks of dieease to the individuals en­ 
gaged in the excavation of old burial 
places, but given certain other conditions 
au epidemic will appear. 


HOUSEHOLD 
HINTS. 


C harlotte ruse may be varied by adding 
chocolate to the custard. 
A lump of alum dissolved in the w ater 
in whioh you wash light-blue stockings will 
prevent their fading. 
A delicate way to vary tbe invalid’s 
daily toast is to heat a little clear, sweet 
cream, and dip the toast into it. 
Summer squash dipped in batter and 
fried brown is a good substitute for egg 
plant. 
Season w ith pepper and salt, and 
seivs hot. 
Nice breakfast cakes, to be baked in 
muffin tins, are made of one cup of wheat 
flour and one cup of Graham flour, a little 
salt, one egg beaten very light, sweet milk 
enough to make a thin batter. 
The irons 
m ust be hot before putting the batter in. 
F ritters made of a b atter of m ilk and 
flour, w ith one egg, are transform ed into a 
delicate side dish by the addition of some 
boiled peas, mashed soft, and highly sea­ 
soned with pepper and salt. 
These are ex­ 
cellent w ith fowls of any kind, or with 
roast lamb. 
An excellent garnish for corned beef or 
boiled ham is made by boiling some fresh 
eggs ten minutes, then '-at them in thick 
slices, dip each in beaten egg and fine 
cracker or bread crumbs, and fry brown in 
hot lard. 
A little parsley chopped and 
mixed with the raw egg is a decided gain. 
Graham rolls for breakfast or tea are 
made of two cups of graham flour, one-half 
eup of wheat flour, tw o teaspoonfuls of 
baking-powder, half a cup of sugar, a small 
teaspoonful of sa lt; mix w ith cold water 
and bake in a quick oven. 
Do not knead 
this on the board, but roll in shape in your 
hands. 
A pretty way to hide the panel of an old 
door, and at the same time to make use of 
a quantity of Cnristmas cards, is to ar­ 
range them cn the panel in as unconven­ 
tional a manner as possible. 
If you dis­ 
tru st your ability to do this, you may get 
hints from the arrangem ent of pictures in 
almost any illustrated paper and from the 
art journals. 
The beautiful embroidery th at ia put on 
the corners of table spreads is to a great 
extent an example of love’s labor lost. The 
folds hide much of tho work aud entirely 
spoil the effect, so it is becoming the 
fashion to put the design between the 
cornors. 
If the space left at the corners 
looks bare or unfinished, a diagonal or 
other figure of plush may be p ut on. 
W hen making soup in whioh roots or 
herbs are used, a good way is to put the 
meat in the bottom of the kettle and place 
the roots or herbs on it, having first cut 
them in small pieces ; 
cover w ith cold 
water, and then put a plate over tbe meat, 
pressing it down closely ; 
let this cook 
slowly, and when this w ater is almost ex­ 
hausted put in the desired quantity for the 
soup. 
If your peaches are juicy, do not put a 
drop of w ater in a pie. 
Scatter at least 
one teapcupfn) of sugar over the peaches in 
a medium-sized pie ; wet the edges of the 
crust so th at no jaice will escape ; have the 
oven hot when the pie is p at in, and let it 
cool gradually. 
W hen you can see the 
juice bubble through the openings in tho 
top of the crust you may feel reasonably 
sure th at the fruit is cooked enough ; to 
be absolutely certain let the pie stand in 
the oven with the door wide open for five 
minutes, after 
you have noticed 
the 
bubbles, and after the crust lookB done. 
Any one who has never eaten the egg­ 
plant is unaware th at a new joy is added 
to life by this attractive and easily-grown 
vegetable; it makc3 a side dish of excel­ 
lence, but it is particularly nice for sup­ 
per, and may, in mid-summer, take the 
place of fried oysteis. 
It should be pur­ 
chased or picked in the morning, 
and 
should be peeled and 
sliced 
and laid in 
salted 
water, 
and 
kept 
under 
the 
water. 
The 
batter 
needs 
atten­ 
tion, and should be made of flour, milk, 
and an egg, w ith a little salt and pepper ; 
dip the slices in this and fry a delicate 
brown in hot lard. 
Unless the plant is 
tongh, five m’nutcs’ frying over a good fire 
is sufficient tim e to give it.

THE 
PROPOSED 
DEBRIS 
RESTRAINING 


DAMS, 
THE .PRESERVATION OF VAL­ 
LEY LANDS AND RIVER NAVIGATION. 


A question -exciting deep attention in 
the Sacramento valley, especially in re­ 
gions contiguous to the Sacramento river, 
is th at involved in the proposed erection of 
" Debris Restraining Dams.” 
The public 
sentim ent of the valley residents, as re­ 
flected through the resolutions of oilicial 
bodies, has been recently made newly man­ 
ifest, and is emphatically opposed to the 
construction of dams at Govern m en; ex­ 
pense, in whole or in. part, except upon the 
condition th a t the wcrks shall not give fí­ 
cense to the continuation of hydraulic 
mining. 
The proposal is to erect on the 
Yuba river a work or series of works to 
hold back as much as can be restrained of 
th e debris th at is new in th at river and 
will<eome into it, and by descent, into the 
lower streams. 
This proposal is advoca­ 
ted by the people of t£e m ountain mining 
sections, and by some in the valley, who 
claim th at it will prove an adequate pro­ 
tection to the valley lands from any menace 
which would arise by reason of the deposi­ 
tion of debris in the Sacramento, Feather 
and Yuba. 
By both sides it is adm itted 
th a t the debris deposits row in the tribu­ 
taries of the Sacramento, will wash down 
into the river below, unloaa restrained by 
artificial works. 
But these, most valley 
residents claim, 
will he useless if the 
prosecution 
of 
miniDg 
will 
add 
to 
th e 
deposite, 
and 
henee 
they 
hold 
th ere ahoulc.be no construction of Buch 
w orks w ith a view to the placing behind 
them of new -deposits. 
This ia a fair state­ 
m ent of the immediate issue relative to the 
.dams. 
Ilscenily the Secretary of W ar, 
w ho has control of the congressional ap­ 
propriation for the improvement of the 
navigation of tkc Sacramento river, sent 
to this coast one of his subordinate-officers 
to ascertain the sentim ent of the people 
relative to the construction of these.dam s. 
T his officer was, a r he himself informed 
us, .charged w itk gathering information 
froze the members of Congress elect and 
those of the present 'Congress, from lan d ­ 
ing citizens in both mining and valley sec­ 
tions, from local legislators, and mining 
and agricultural capitalists. 
To these he 
had three questions tc propound relative 
to the expediency of erecting the dams, 
and the interrogated party chose which he' 
would respond to, and theafiirm ativaorncg- 
ative reply was by the officer recorded. 
I t 
is not known to w hat extent he prosecuted 
his inquiries, b u t it soon bscame evident 
th a t the people of 
o d o section were not 
satisfied w itk this m ethod of ascertaining 
th e public sentim ent, and as a result local 
boards were called upon to speak for the 
people, and in the valley section this has 
very generally been done. 
This ü a fair 
statem en t of the facts relative to the mis­ 
sio n of Colonel W iiscn, of th e W ar De­ 
partm ent, 
W e thus have the whole m atter of the 
debris restraining dams again before the 
public bar, and it is therefore tim ely to 
consider the question coolly, and w ith th at 
deliberation its im portance demands. Cer­ 
tainly, where there is so wide a diversity 
of opinion betw een the people of the val­ 
ley and the miniDg sections, r.Dd where 
th ere is 
a division 
between engineers 
as to th e adequacy of the proposed works, 
it is cf the first im portance to sscertain 
certain fasts which fnjut control the whole 


m atter in its finality. 
A nd in doing so 
the legal questions are no t necessary to be 
considered at all. 
As to the right of the 
miners to continue their w erk we have 
nothing to do. 
‘One adjudication of th at 
question has been had, and the people 
clearly understand the isaucs involved in 
the cases still pending. 
The R e co rd -U n io s has repeatedly de­ 
clared, and w ith emphacis, th at the valley 
lands m uat be preserved from damage by 
mining debris. 
It has held steadily th at 
if remedial measures are feasible, they 
should be applied, but if no such measures 
can be devised, thee, in natura! justice, 
hydraulic mining should 
cease, -unless 
those directly profited by such operation 
shall prevent, at their own cost, all injury 
to private property, and all damage to the 
navigable w aters of the State. 
0 n th a t 
question there is no longer room for con­ 
troversy. 
W e Lave also over and over 
again declared, r.nd recently -urged w ith 
pertinacity, th at th e Sacramento river, as a 
great highway free to all the people, m ust 
not only be preserved, b ut its navigation, 
already seriously impaired, should, so far 
as may be dcv.e, be restored and kept in­ 
tact, and this work is properly th at of the 
N ational Governm ent—certainly no one 
will contend th at its burden should fall 
upon the people who live along its banks. 
In any event, some one mu3 t take caro of 
the vast deposits now in the river tributa­ 
ries, and this wholly irrespective of the 
continuance or non-contiauance of hy­ 
draulic mining. 
It isad m ittei that the deposition of mining 
or other debris in the tributaries of the Sac­ 
ram ento is a damage to its navigation, and 
a menace to the lowland sections along the 
stream , and that, unless checked, it will, 
in time, so seriously impair such lands as 
to render them practically uninhabitable, 
whiie the possible effects upon the lower 
watera and the bays is variously speculated 
upon as to the degrees of damage that may 
result. 
In this condition of affairs it is 
proposed by Government engineers th at 
the money, in whole or in part, appro­ 
priated by Congress shall be expended in 
th s construction of restraining dama as 
Btated. 
A t one tim e the Secretary of W ar 
decided th a t the money should not be so 
uesd ; but as he has recently sought to 
further inform himeelf, it is proper to 
suggest th at he Bhould ascertain, prior to 
action w ith a view to restraining new and 
continuing deposits, certain facts essential 
to the formation of a correct judgm ent. 
As 
If dams are to be built, who is to 
guarantee that they shall not break and do 
•damage, and who is to determ ine their 
adequacy ? 
W hat is the am ount of debris 
to be deposited behind them, and who is 
to determ ine it ? 
W hat is the area of 
country which is likely to contribute to 
these deposits, and for how long ? 
W hat 
is to-be the continuing cost of these dams ? 
If built to retain a given 
quantity of 
coarser m aterial, in w hat tim e will the 
basins probably till, and when filled, who is 
to provide for the raising ot the dams to 
the requisite hight to give them new ca­ 
pacity:? 
I t m ust be evident to any one, bo he ag­ 
riculturist or hydraulic miner, th at a cer­ 
tainty to be ascertained, so far as forecasts 
can make anything certain, is the adequacy 
of the proposed work. 
If there is on th at 
head any considerable doubt, the dams 
should nob be constructed, fur the valley 
and the river m ust be preserved from des­ 
truction, and there should be no preventa­ 
ble menace to either.; and hence either a 
remedy should be discovered and applied at 
the expense of the hydraulic miners or hy­ 
draulic mining, ju st so far as it contributes 
to the destruction of river and valley, 
should cease. 
If an adequate remedy can 
be devised, and th e miners can induce the 
Governm ent to aid them in its applica­ 
tion, it is not likely th at the people of the 
valley will interpose serious opposition, for 
all they ask is security from the threat 
th at now undeniably menaces them. 
The 
conservative citizens of the State have de­ 
sired, and still do desire, th a t if w ithin the 
range of possibility, both the hydraulic 
mining and the agricultural industries shall 
continue ; but there is no room whatever 
for consenting th at the existence of the 
former shall be continued at the expense of 
the latter. 
This brings the inquiry back, 
therefore, to the sole question relative to 
the dams, and th at is their entire adequacy 
to protect tho river and valley from the 
flow of debris. 
They m ust not constitute 
a menace to the valley 7 they m ust be equal 
to the call to be made upon them ; they 
m ust, if constructed, be guaranteed against 
decay, breakagejand abandonm ent, to th e 
fullest extent th at is possible to human 
foresight; and before construction it m ust 
be ascertained th at they will prove a de­ 
fense to river and valley from the threat 
th at now constitutes tho chief draw back to 
the river section and prevents its rapid ad­ 
vancement. 
Failing this, they should not 
be erected. 
But in any event, w hether 
dams are constructed or not, the restora­ 
tion and 
preservation 
of 
tho 
naviga­ 
tion of the Sacramento river should com­ 
mand the attention of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, which has so long consented to 
its impairment. 


SOKE 
OPPOSITION 
CONSIDERED. 


Some opposition to the establishm ent of 
t postal telegraph has developed, on the 
grounds: T hat it will create a monopoly in 
tho Government ; th a t it will bo an un­ 
w arrantable interference in private basi- 
neir by Government, tending to lessen 
human ambition and th e investm ent of 
capital in laudable enterprises; lastly, 
that it will involve too great an outlay of 
Government funds. 
Get us examine these 
points 
I t has never been contended dhat 
the Government should claim the exclusive 
right to cperato a telegraph line for mes­ 
sage carriage. 
On the contrary, it is 
essentia! th at tho Government; in no wieo 
interfere w ith present or future lites, and 
hence should purchase no lines whatever, 
but build its own. 
The civil authority 
that gives tbe right to the carriage c£ letters 
by the Governm ent, says 
Dr. Hickok, 
stands upon the ground of necessity far 
public freedom. 
If letter carrying were 
deft to private entrrprise, it would be giv- 
irg » vast and dangerous power into pri- 
r tte hands w ithout any guarraaty against 
ab uses. 
\\ hen the people are forced to use 
p rirate lines exclusively for transmission of 
intelligence, they are driven to placa them- 
selvcz in tne power of a private corpora­ 
tion. 
Time has so juetified the wisdom of 
the Governm ent in controlling letter carry­ 
ing, th at at this day so man is found to 
suggest th a t it be abandone 1. 
But, as the 
Chicago T.-l 'une tersely rem arks, Govern­ 
m ent carriage of messages will no more 
extinguish private telegraphy than has 
Governm ent cirriage 
of 
parcels extin­ 
guished like baoiness by express. 
Tne 
electric telegraph does not belong to aay 
corporation. 
It is the bequest of science 
to the w cr'd. 
I t is one of the avenues of 
intelligence and t i such is a pu'olie high, 
way over which the Governm ent may, if it 
chooses, transm it i:s mails instead of over 
w ater or raii routes. 
The only difftienco 


is one of methods employed to a given end, 


It cannct therefore be said th at the Gov­ 
ernm ent right does not exist, and it cer­ 
tainly could not be a monopoly, as it would 
not constitute an exclusive privilege. 
Nor 
is it an unw arrantable interference in pri­ 
vate business, since neither the telegraph 
companies nor any one else has the sole 
right to engage in the business of sending 
messages from one point to another, and 
because it concerns the use for public ben­ 
efit of a meane of letter transmission. 
On 
the contrary, it is a wise interference, if 
any at all, because whoever holds in hand 
the means of public communication, who­ 
ever stands in the gates and bars the wa7 
opening into the avenues of intelligence, 
possesses a power inconsistent w ith tbe 
spirit of our institutions, and has the peo­ 
ple literally by the throat. 
The power 
may not have yet been greatly made man­ 
ifest, but its existence is obnoxious to the 
spirit of the day and the nation. 
“ I t will 
lessen human am bition.” 
By no means, 
for it hss not been reserved to humau am ­ 
bition th a t it shall have the telegraphic 
field for its exercise, to the exclusion of the 
people in their collective capacity. Capital, 
instead of being deterred from investm ent 
by the proposed scheme, will be aided to 
new and safe investm ents, since the postal 
telegraph will free it from the possible 
dom ination of private lines, and exclude 
from the eyes of rivals m atter which they 
now have the power to illicitly use to their 
own advantage. 
“ Lastly, it will involve 
a great outlay of public funds.” 
W e are 
accumulating a surplus of revenue that 
could not be more wisely spent than in 
constructing a postal telegraph line. 
I t is 
likely else to be squandered in large part 
by the politicians. 
Nor will the expense 
be so very great, since the highest esti­ 
mates for duplicating the W estern Union 
lines, for instance, fall below §2 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 
and this is less than one-fifth of a single 
year s revenue surplus. 
Public conve­ 
nience is a m atter of the greatest im port­ 
ance to be considered in this question. 
A 
postal telegraph line as an adjunct to mail 
service, it will bo seen, m ust ho of the 
greatest public convenience, for it would 
extend facilities to sections th at private 
enterprise ignores, because in private com­ 
panies the necessity exists for m aking each 
section pay its own way, and it is private 
profit, not public convenience, th at actu­ 
ates the investm ent of capital. 


ENLARGING 
THE 
PRIVILEGE. 


An effort is beiDg made in New Zealand 
to reform the law of libel, but the Southern 
Crois, while impressed w ith the undeniable 
justice of the proposed reform, expresses 
but faint hope th at it will be brought 
about. 
The effort being made by the col­ 
ony press is certainly a commendable one. 
In brief, it is proposed, and Mr. Tole has 
introduced a bill to th at effect, th a t malice 
shail be shown where reports of public 
meetings are made and published, before 
any recovery can be had. 
In other words, 
th at newspapers Bhall bo privileged in m ak­ 
ing honest and fair reports of the proceed­ 
ings of any public m eeting where the sole 
purpose is to give the absent public a 
faithful and uncolored account of the pro­ 
ceedings. 
Thus the paper 13 not to be held 
responsible for the libelous statem ents made 
at the meeting. I t is held by the advo­ 
cates of this reform, that it is to the inter­ 
est of the public and to the interest of the 
person wha may consider himself injured 
by the statem ents made at the assembly, 
th at they should be faithfully reported. 
In the ease of the latter the accurate re­ 
port of the injurious statem ent uttered he- 
fore a large assemblage ¡3 better for the in­ 
jured party than to have them mouthed 
about on the street and distorted and 
magnified and 
exaggerated w ith 
each 
repetition. 
If the charges made are un­ 
true, he is thus enabled more easily to fix 
the liability and sheet home their falsity. 
Then, too, the knowledge th at his rem arks 
may be safely published will render speak­ 
ers a great deal more careful in their state­ 
m ents, and so caution on the platform will 
take the placa of reckleasness, for as it 
now is, says the New Zealand H erald, the 
rostrum by the license it encourages in pub­ 
lic speaking is frequently a power for evil, 
as dangerous as the w orst forms of reck­ 
less journalism . 
By the relaxation pro­ 
posed in the new bill the public will be the 
gainer by having presented to it an actual 
reflex of w hat has really occurred and has 
really been heard by those present, in 
preference to a garbled account necessi­ 
tated by the fear of an actioD for damages, 
or au arrest. 
W hile under the California 
code malice is a necessary ingredient of 
libel, yet the proving of a negative is put 
upon the publisher or w riter—th a t is say, 
he m ust show th at his motive wa3 ju sti­ 
fiable. The reports of legislative, judicial 
and other public official proceedings are 
privileged w ith us, b ut so should be the 
proceedings of speeches at all public m eet­ 
ings for the reasons already stated. 
In 
this broad liberty tho citizen will find his 
best protection against injury from libel. 


SHOOTING 
AT 
BIGHT. 


Judge Jam es Jackson, in the N orth 
American Review, thinks th a t the two 
things in America for which men quickest 
fight are 
land 
and 
revenge. 
These 
“ fights " begin in our C ourts, and all too 
frequently end in shooting at sight. 
The 
trial by battle, once bo prevalent in E u­ 
rope, has, be holds, but changed its form 
w ith us. 
This is certainly an extreme 
view of the subject, but there is some sup­ 
port for it, w hen considered only as indi­ 
cating the sj irit and passion for contest, 
for victory, for acquisition and for revenge 
whieh move people to litigation. 
B ut it 
can have nc application to oar adm inistra­ 
tion of th« law in adjusting difficulties 
and settliug disputes according to the 
principles oí justice. 
And really w hat 
the 
Judge 
means, 
is 
to 
illustrate 
only the 
Bpirit of 
contest 
and 
sub­ 
jugation whieh has retained aracng ua yet 
the duello and its coarser 
substitute. 
G reat men, he points out, have ceased to 
fight duels for cith er revenge or rallied 
honor—or at all. 
Public Bentiment lias 
molded into law against the practice, but 
not so firmly perhaps in the South as in 
tfce N orth, but in both ¡sections ihere has 
sprang up a substitute—the free use of the 
pista}, the gun and the knife, there is not 
such c disparity betw een sections in the 
use of these weapon? to right wrongs as is 
generally supposed, and the Southern peo­ 
ple wilt feel grateful to the cseayist for 
this 
defense, negative 
though 
it 
ie. 
The 
reasons 
th at 
m ads 
the 
Sonth 
a 
more 
bloody 
ground 
{or 
several 
years 
succeeding 
the 
war, 
than the 
N orth, are made 
very 
olear 
and are 
obvious. 
A fter 
the 
war 
there 
was 
“ a reign cf bedlam ” a t the South, which 
had so long been a battle field, and every 
man who could, procured and carried arms. 
This habit has »ot yet been shaken off, bu t 
is is wonderful th a t it has not provea a 
greater evil than it did. 
Now, w ithout 
any palliating circumstances, tho same 
habit exists a t the N orth— in fact, says the 
Judge, the whole country is bad*y afflicted 
w ith “ the awful plague,” 
No observant 


b u b will take ;;aud w ith the w rite r jo th at 


statem ent. 
W e are cursed w ith too many 
p isto ls; the concealed weapon is the bane 
of the street. 
To our shame be it eaid 
th a t our highways are constantly tilled 
with arm ed men, and we who boast th at 
we need no standing arm y go out valkiDg 
arsenals to transact business in public 
m arts. 
Our people take the law into their 
own haDds w ith a recklessness th at is in­ 
creasing, and which causes the thoughtful 
to reflect upon the unquestionable outcome. 
I t is a phase of modern civilisation th at 
indicates a retrograde movement and a re­ 
laxing of the restraints of law. 
M en man­ 
ifest the most icy contem pt for the law 
prohibiting 
tbe 
carrying 
of 
concealed 
weapons, and a t the same tim e disclaim of 
the necessity for such a dend letter upon 
the statute book. 
B ut Judge Jackson in­ 
clines to the belief, in which we cannot 
agree w ith him, th at there is a promise of 
better things. 
W e see no indications of 
it. 
The statistics to-day show th at more 
private 
arms 
are m anufactured 
and 
sold 
than 
at 
any 
previous 
period, 
and 
th at 
increase 
ia 
out 
of 
proportion to the increase of population. 
B ut 
the 
Judge 
industriously 
labors 
to 
show 
the 
rapid 
deoreasc 
of 
the 
dueling spirit in the South, and the steady 
decline of the disposition to shoot a t sight 
in th at section of our common country. 
H e 3vers th at life and limb and property 
are held as sacred at the South to-day as 
in any State in the Union, and th a t the 
South extends her arms as wide as does 
any country to welcome capital and labor 
and insure them safety—she needs brain, 
muscle and money to develop her rich re- 
oources. 
The day has passed by when 
public men in the South who declined a 
challenge lost their power and popularity, 
It is possible that the Judge has over­ 
colored the picture. 
W e do not yet forget 
the outrages, which, under specious guises, 
have been made tbe means to political ends 
in the South, nor the terrorism which 
reigned there but recently. 
But this we 
m ust confess, th at all the signs indicate the 
decline of 
th at state of affairs. 
Society 
at the South ia becoming the handmaiden 
of its necessity ; it needs new blood, and 
has found out that, to woo it, it m ust lay 
aBide all forbidding aspects ; and so it is 
true th at w hat the Judge tsrm s “ the reign 
of the grog ehop and the bowie knife,” is 
declining in the South, and it is not at all 
improbable it will cease some tim e before 
it will be unknown at the N orth, but in 
both sections it still prevails, and shooting 
at sight is more prevalent and less defense­ 
less th at comports w ith our character as a 
people, and to-day it shames our lawg, tar­ 
nishes our civilization and stains our na­ 
tional reputation. 


OSCARS 
RETURN. 


Oscar W ilde has returned to America. 
W hat the people oí the U nited States 
have done to be thus punished by an over­ 
ruling Providence, it is difficult to dis­ 
cover. 
W e m ust have comm itted some 
great sin, which in due tim e will be re­ 
vealed to us. 
In the mean tim e we m ust 
put up w ith Oscar, bu t we are certain 
th at lie will discover we are not the 
credulous fools he first found us. 
The 
compensation for enduring him has been 
found iu the sharpening of our wits. 
As 
a poet, we have been led to conclude that 
he is merely a w riter of pretty rhymes 
about the lust of the flesh and the unut­ 
terable longing of such sou’s as dwell in the 
Oscar kind of earthly tabernacle. 
Oscar 
promised much, but he performed little. If 
he continues as he began, he will grow to 
manhood only to be forgotten. 
H is is a 
case where youthful precocity disappoints 
m aturity. 
I t is possible th at there dwells 
in Oscar the truo poetic quality, and th at 
study and due retirem ent will develop it. 
Indeed, we incline to the belief, despite all 
we have said in ridicule of the vealy rhym- 
ster, th at there is in him the possibility 
still of future prominence with deserving, 
If he will w ithdraw himself from the 
world, mortify the flesh, study diligently 
and make the m asters the texts for his 
thoughts, he may develop into poetic ex­ 
cellence.

SHAMEFUL 
IX P 0 S S . 


Governor H am ilton, of M aryland, charges 
his party th at during his adm inistration it 
has stolen and equandred not less than 
£500,000 of the treasury of the State ; that 
delinquent officers of the State now owe it 
the enormous sum of £77*2,73S ; th at the 
money squandered has invariably gone into 
the pockets of the followers of the bosses, 
who are now seeking to crush the Govern­ 
or because he exposes the rascality of the 
Democracy, to which he owes allegiance. 
But the brave man repliee : 
“ Y our De­ 
mocracy is not mine, and I refuse to be 
booted out at your command 
on the con­ 
trary, it is the boss elem ent th a t m ust 
“ go.” 
As a solitary 
instance of 
the 
steals the Legislature perpetrated he cites 
the creation of the office for a “ pet politi­ 
cian ” of “ Superintendent of the House of 
Correction Telegraph Line,” w ith a salary 
of $1,800 a year. 
The line is a mile and a 
half long, and has never been used. 
The 
detailed allegations of the Governor make 
up an indictm ent th at is shameful to the 
whole country, and it ia difficult to see 
how the bosses are to defend before the 
people against it. 


The complete returns to the Geueral Land Office 
of public lands disposed of during the fisc tl year 
ended Juno 30th, show that 19,035,683 acres were 
taken up in that time, an increase of more than 
5,000,000 acres over the total for the previous year. 
Of the aggregate amount, 8,171,194 were taken up 
under the Homestead A ct; 3,101,333 under the 
Timber Culture Act, and the remainder by cash 
sales and other mear s. 
Dakota leads the list of 
States and Territories with a total of 7,317,398 acres 
disposed of. Minnesota comes next with 1,414,4S9, 
followed close’y by Nebraska and Kansas. 


A ccording to official figures the territory of 
France embraces 132,142,977 acres. Of this about 
five per cent, is occupied as roads. This leaves of 
hemp fields one and one half per cent., cultivatable 
lands fi ty per cent., grass lands about one-eleventh 
of the whole, vineyards five per cent., woods om- 
sixth, waste ground one-eiglith, and ¿he remainder 
are classed as “ sundry lands.”

Again she weut over, 
but he took the masts out, and finally got 
her right side up and bailed out. 
His water 
was saved, being made fast, but kis compa.s 
and provisions were lost. 
He was then 1,400 
miles from Australia, and sought to make 
New Caledonia, but a contrary gale pre­ 
vented. 
The current setting westward, he 
mads for Australia, steering by the 6Un and 
Btars, and supporting life for sixteen days on 
alcohol and water and a few flyiog-fish, 
which he caught. 
January 29th he waB 
picked up by a ship 100 miles from Sandy 
Cape, Australia, ia on exhausted condition, 
from which be was two months in recovering.

T H S 
BURNING' OF 
WASHINGTON 


D uring the W ar of 1812, a3 E ela ted b y an 
ry e-W itn ess, 


John C. Harkneos, an eye-witness, baa 
w ritten an account of the burning of W ash­ 
ington Bixty onc years ago the 24th inst. 
In it he says : N ear the close of this event­ 
ful day there came by our modest home a 
tall man in plain attire, bending under a 
heavy load. 
Ho paused to rest. 
Being in­ 
terviewed he replied : 1 A fter our men had 
all passed on I entered the President’s m an­ 
sion arid found it deserted, whereupon I 
helped myself to selections of gold and sil­ 
ver service, tied them up in this table-cloth, 
as you, see gentlemen, and I am makiog for 
th e V irginia shore.” 
H is interview ers re­ 
m onstrated w ith him, and expressed ^eome 
donbts as to hia loyalty-. 
H e rejoined : 
“ Have I not as much or better right to the 
property than the red coats, who in an 
hour’s tim e will get the m ansion and apply 
the torch to it i" The stranger was allowed 
to proceed. 
This incident the w riter men­ 
tions, because he has seen it stated th at 
such valuable property had been, previous 
to the entrance of the British, taken to a 
place of security. 
Following hard upon 
this incident, the presence of the enemy 
wa3 dem onstrated by the application of 
the torch to the public property with 
incredible celerity. 
The navy yard, tbe 
north and south wings of the capítol, the 
csDter buildinc, except its maBsive founda­ 
tions, had not at the time been built. The 
state house and tra-asury building, with 
six two story brick tenem ents for their 
messengers, fronting on Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue, opposite to the Freedm en’s Bank site, 
the war and navy building, and the U nited 
States Arsenal, were in full blaze. 
The 
angry billows of flame illum inated the hori­ 
zon through the enldre night. 
The few 
citizens who remained, choosing to share 
the fortunes of their devoted city, now 
imprisoned in their own homes, watched 
and waited with inter so solicitude for the 
revelations oi the tardy morn. 
It at length 
dawned serenely u; ::i the dism antled walls 
and charred remains of the public build­ 
ings. 
Tho thrce-story brick building then 
at, the corner of E and Eighth streets, de­ 
signed for B odgett's hotel, a t the time 
occupied by the general and city posteffices 
and the oatcnt oflic:-, was, at the solicita­ 
tions of Dr. Thom, II v, Brown of the F irst 
B aptist chnrch, P eter Force, and a few 
other citizens, spared. 
Private property 
had, 
except 
for 
cause, 
been 
univer­ 
sally 
protected. 
This 
further 
fact 
waa 
also 
made 
known — th at 
no 
violence or bloodshed had been indulged 
in, w ith one solitary exception—a drunken 
dragoou of Colonel H o v a lr e g im e n t re­ 
turned late a . night ou his steed and 
dashed w ithin the picket-lines at the war 
and navy building, and fired w ith m urder­ 
ous intent at the guard. 
As he wheeled to 
retire the guaid, w ith fatal effect, returned 
the fire. 
Also at the arsenal, by the ig­ 
norance of the British, a macazine was ex­ 
ploded, on which twenty-i ight of their 
own men were killed. 
During the first 
night a British officer called at the little 
frame house above referred to, where were 
being sheltered for the time the rem nants 
of four families. 
On politely asking for a 
drink of w ater he was kindly served by the 
w riter’s mother. 
She inquired of the offi­ 
cer w hether the families were exposed to 
danger, and he replied : 
“ Keep your 
lights burning and the shutters open, and 
not a hair of your head will be touched,” 
and politely returning thanks for the wa­ 
ter, said, “ The flowers of May to yon, 
m adam ,” and wheeled oc his charger, and 
in a m oment disappeared. 
On t te third day of the occupm cy of 
the cspi.al by the British, between 3 and 4 
o’clock in the afternoon there came a 
cyclone of unprecedented violence for this 
locality, which cut roadways through the 
forest, 
dism antled .many buildings, etc. 
W ith th e retirem ent of tho storm it was 
discovered that the enemy had retired also. 
Some weeks later tho scattered fragments 
of the subdivisions of the late army were 
ordered to report and encamp on “ Camp 
hill,” where, for a num ber of weeks, they 
had a good tim e generally. 
In a short 
timo the southeast corner house of tho 
“ eeVen buildings,” N ineteenth street and 
Pennsylvania avenue, was p ut in good re­ 
pair and occupied by President Madison 
and his family until the Executive Mansion

EDUCATION 
IN 
JAPAN. 


Among the treasures of the Bureau of 
Education ia an exhibit of Japanese educa­ 
tional progress. 
This exhibit is especially 
valuable m giving the old methods of 
teaching in contrast w ith the new, and as 
m arking the facility w ith which the Japan­ 
ese intellect grapples w ith the scientific 
tru th s of the most advanced civilization. 
The history of this exhioit is rather an 
interesting one. 
W hen the first Embassy 
of Japanese came to this country they 
called on the Commissioner aad m ads in­ 
quiries into the working of his departm ent. 
N ot satisfied w ith examining tho depart­ 
m ent itself, they came day after day, pro­ 
pounding questions which showed not only 
a deep interest in ths m atter, but a most 
intelligent conception cf the m erits and 
the importance of the American educa­ 
tional system. 
The information they re­ 
ceived was carefully digested and sent back 
to Japan, and the prominent part the edu­ 
cational 
business 
had 
played in the 
very 
extraordinary 
social 
and 
polit­ 
ical revolution which tno country went 
through was shown in the exhibit sent to 
the Centennial. 
A t the close of the latter 
the Japanese authorities begged the accept­ 
ance of this exhibit by the Bureau of E du­ 
cation. 
The old-fashioned school-house in 
Japan, as illustrated by a painting, was a 
bare room w ith no desk hut I ho low stand 
in front of the teacher and another on his 
side to place books on. 
The teacher squat­ 
ted on the floor. 
So did tha pupils. 
The 
teacher read aloud, and the pupils repeated 
after him. To memor ze was the alpha and 
omega of Japanese school instruction. The 
new-fashioned school-honso in Japan, as 
illustrated by drawings and eneravings, is 
generally a handeoms building, often a 
temple whose worship has ceased and whose 
devotees are dead. 
Tha ten.her has a desk 
modeled after the American style, placed on. 
a platform, and garnished like the New 
England preceptor’s. 
The desks aad Beats 
of the pupil.-, are fashioned r.itcr the same 
pattern. 
In Japan they write w ith a 
brush instead of a pen, and m aze their ink 
by tritn ratm g hard paints against a pre­ 
pared stone. 
The ineradicable instinct of 
the people to draw explains the universal 
use of th e brush, and their constant prac­ 
tice from tim e immemorial gives the secret 
of their wonderful tk ill w ith color. 
In 
the exhibit are specimens of machinery, 
surgical and m athem atical ioob, educa­ 
tional appliances, and variouB kinds of 
mechanism required by modern sciences. 
There are Japanese copies of Occidental 
models ; but they are not slavish im itators 
merely. 
Their intelligence is shown in tbe 
frequency w ith which they adapt their own 
original devices to American machines, al­ 
ways improving on the model. 
Among 
others is a school globe. This ¡3 a wire frame 
covered w ith linen, on whieh is painted 
the natural objects to be studied. 
The 
destruction of this globe does not involve 
the great outlay f ir a new one which our 
costly globes would make necessary in the 
event of destruction. 
Again, they adapt 
an aDgle measure to a spirit or w ater level, 
thus killing two birds with one stone. 
In 
the exhibit is a model of a Japanese house. 
This has become disarranged, and no na 
tive 
mechanic 
has 
been found skillful 
enough to mend it. 
In the narrow lim its 
of tw o small rooms are thus shown the 
progress of centuries which really waa con­ 
sum m ated in a few years. 
\ esierday the 
feudalism of the Daimio regime exhibits its 
medneval tendencies, usages and s p irit; 
to-day the same actors are m anifesting the 
tem per and the tastes 
and exhibiting 
thorough fam iliarity w ith tho customs of 
the age. 
The exhibit is completo in every 
respect, and is one of the most interesting 
and suggestive collections everprepared by 
m an.—[Natiom.l Republican.

A rd . 
Av, that I’d ask my wife ; what then? 
Mr». A rd . 
I’ll tell thee w hat: then w ill starva­ 
tion com*, 
And cling up.ni us ’till the flísh is gone. 
A rd. 
I ve d die my best to g ‘in a livelihood; 
From m >rn to night have wandered round these 
streets; 
Asked oft for work, but did receive rebuffs, 
And m et cold ooks, that silent insult bore ; 
My clothes jeered a t ; oft cut by former friends : 
Aud when 1 asked out fur a little work, 
They took it asan impudence in m e! 
Ah ' I have dragged through many a dreary day, 
U ntil the heart di 1 weary grow, ami sick.

M rs Sto. 
Nay, hush— 
An’ 1 had not a wronger hold on thee, 
I would not g :ve aa unsubstantial shadow 
For all thy oaths. 
But, now, let’s to the business. 
You know the father 0/ m y niece is dead ? 
Black. 
Of Jo*ephiue?—ay, dead. 
As t-keii t m 3 down in the deep dead sea !

And more than this, you know' her 
father had a fortune that — 
Black, 
lie lo?t in speculation. 
Mrs. Sto. 
No ; there's our p o in t; he never lost

Mr* Sto.

Black. 
Me wed the girl ? 
M t \ Sto. 
You wed the girl ?—m ethinks a m ighty 
honor— 
Black. 
Ay, honor, yes; but if ’tis but for honor, 
Then, be if known, 1 am no marrying man. 
Mr* Sto. 
But if l add a small-sized fortune to it 
Black. 
A' , there you speak ! m y ear opes wi^e 
his coor 
To let that sound come tripping gayly iu !

Indian' J u s tic e —A gentleman, who 
formerly lived on the Klamath Indian rer- 
orvatioa in Oregon, gives the Red Bluff 
Canze t;:e following particulars of an In 
dian trial : 
In the early part of 18S2 one Indian on 
the reservation killed 
another Indian. 
The murder created intense excitement 
among the Indians, 
Tney were finally 
pacified upon being told by the agent in 
command of the reservation that he would 
nee fnll justice done. 
The murderer was 
arrested. 
The question then arose, "H ow 
and by what Court is he to bo tried ?” The 
United States District Attorney was of the 
opinion that the case eonld not be tried in 
the State Courts of Oregon. Neither could 
he bo tried in the United States Courts. 
Tho authorities at Washington finally de­ 
cided that he must be tried by the Indians 
nnder their tribal laws and rules. Accord­ 
ingly a Court was formed consisting of 
several of the chiefs. 
A jury of Indians 
was duly formed and sworn to try the case. 
Two of the most intelligent Indians acted 
as attorneys for tho prosecution. 
W it­ 
nesses were sworn and examined, and the 
jnry returned a verdict o1 guilty of murder. 
Toe death sentence was pronounced, and 
a gallows built by an Indian who had seen 
it dose by white men, and the defendant 
was executed in the meet approved, style. 
The Indians, it stemE, are permitted to try 
offens-3 committed by one Indian on an­ 
other in their own Courts and according to 
the laws of the tribe.

Tne traveler who wakes up in Cettinje 
will have difficulty in believing th a t he is 
in one of the capitals of Europe. 
H e will 
lock out of his window down a straggling 
street. 
To his left, rising above the cot­ 
tages of C ettinje, he will see the Prince’s 
schloss. 
Above the schioes is the cloister, 
and above the cloister the belfry where the 
beads of decapitated Turks used to be im­ 
paled in the days gone by. 
To his right he 
will see the hospital. 
Except these build­ 
ings all in C ettinje is squalid and nnpictur- 
I eeqne. 
And yet to this village M inisters 
are accredited from the leading courts of 
Europe, and the diplomatic communication 
between Vienna or St. Petersburg and Cet­ 
tinje is even more vigilant and frequent 
than th at between those capitals and Lon­ 
don. 
If you entered one of these legations 
yon would not find the comforts of an Eng­ 
lish cottage. 
You will, perhaps, be fortu­ 
nate enough to receive an invitation to dine 
at the legation of one of the great powers. 
The dinner will be served on an unopsnsd 
w hist table, and so close will be out quar­ 
ters th at the four soup plates touch. 
The 
only other pieces of furniture in the room 
besides the chair you Bit on are a sofa and 
a bed. 
If I am asked w hat is the present form 
of government in Montenegro, I would a n ­ 
swer th at it is a t once the most despotic 
and the most popular in Europe—despotic, 
because the will of the Prince is th e Dw of 
the land, and popular because the personal 
rule of the Prince meets all the want3 and 
wishes of his people. 
No sovereign in E u­ 
rope sits so firmly on his throne as the 
Prince ot this little State, and no sovereign 
is bo absolute. 
The M ontenegrins have no 
a rm y ; they are themselves a standing 
army. 
They go to war w ith the same zest 
th at an. English schoolboy takes to cricket. 
W e should have to go back to tim es before 
the Norman conqnesttofind an Englishman 
of the same stam p as the modern M ontene­ 
grin. 
In the late war, the Prince found a 
M ontenegrin of SO years of age in the 
ranks. 
The Prince told him he was too 
old to fig h t; the man said, “ N o,” and 
when the Prince insisted, the octogenarian 
drew a pistol from his belt and shot him ­ 
self. 
The Prince is naturally proud of his 
subjects, and often speaks of his capital as 
being more secure than either Belgrade or 
Bucharest. 
The women of C ettinje are not beauti­ 
ful, except the Princess, 3nd her highness 
confirms me in au opinion I have long 
formed, th a t feminine beauty is the prod­ 
uct of civilization. 
But how can yon ex­ 
pect beauty from women who are used as 
beasts of burden by the men ? 
From such 
treatm ent you can only expect prem ature 
age and preternatural ugliness. 
The well- 
grown handsome men who are playing at 
ball before the palace of the Prince aro the 
husbands and brothers of the poor creat­ 
ures who are carrying wood and water to 
their homes. This jovial-looking man th at 
so civilly accosts us is Navica Cerovic, the 
father of the M inister of Finance, and a 
famous w arrior who has slaughtered I do 
not know how many Turks. 
I t seems fit­ 
ting to M ontenegrins th at heroes should 
rest in peace and leave the work to wives 
and daughters. 
M ontenegro 
is not a 
w ealthy country. 
A M ontenegrin who is 
w orth i ’40, all told, would pass here for 
well-to-do. 
The are not ashamed of their 
poverty. 
They have too ranch sense for 
that. A relation of the Prince will frankly 
adm it th at he is poor ; but unfortunately, 
from the highest downward, the M ontene­ 
grins expect and accept gifts from the 
BtraDger. 
They have not yet reached that 
point of civilization when a man dislikes 
to receive favors which he can not re­ 
turn. 
The Montenegrins are the flower and a r­ 
istocracy of the Slav race. 
They are the 
antithesis of the Bulgarian. 
Place a Mon­ 
tenegrin and a Bulgarian in a London 
drawing-room, the Bulgarian would appear 
w hat ho is—a p e asan t; the M ontenegrin a 
gentleman. M ontenegro no more possesses 
a peasantry than it possesses a standing 
army. 
AU the M ontenegrin peasants are 
gentlemen quite a3 much as they are 
Boldiere. B ut place this same M ontenegrin 
and Bulgariau in a field, and the Bulgarian 
will convert the field into a garden, while 
the M ontenegrins will saunter like a gen­ 
tleman. 
The M ontenegrins have always 
paid particular attention to their weapons, 
but they are satisfied with the same plow 
th at their ancestors used a thousand years 
ago. 
I t is hard for a M ontenegrin to be­ 
come a man of peace. 
The present Post­ 
m aster of C ettinje lost his leg in the late 
war. 
The poor man preferred dying as 
a soldier to living as a civilian w ith one 
leg, and it was at the request of the P rin ­ 
cess th at h6 subm itted to amputation. 
Of 
this lady it is difficult to speak too highly. 
During the war she used—in order to give 
courage to the sufferers—to be present at 
operations which drove every other woman 
from the ward. 
In peace, aud at all times 
she is the cultivated lady aud the m other 
of her people. 
There are two newspapers published in 
M ontenegro—one of them the official jour­ 
nal and the other a popular medical paper. 
Sixty copies of the latter are sold in M on­ 
tenegro. 
W hen you read the paper and 
find th at its articles are on the way to live 
in health throughout the year, the evil 
consequences of 
wearing ear-rings, the 
proper treatm ent of infants, etc., you are 
surprised, not th at so few, but bo many 
copies of such a paper should be bought 
by M ontenegrins. 
I t is earnestly to be 
hoped th at the laudations upon 
soap, 
which this paper {Health) contains may 
have some influence on those who read it. 
I regret to state th at after their baptism 
the m ajority of M ontenegrins do not often 
come in contact with water, except when 
it raius. 
Perhaps the moat interesting institution 
in C ettinje is the tree of justice. 
Here 
the Prince sits, and to him comj the mean­ 
est of his subjects. 
Our English law has 
a maxim— “ De minimis non curat lex.” 
The present Prince of Montenegro 6aid : 
“ If you suffer injustice to the value of one 
farthing, and you do not come and com­ 
plain to me, you are not yourself worth a 
farthing.” 
Justice is well administered in 
M ontenegro, but all who have, or think 
th ty havs, suffered wrong can go direct to 
the Prince, and the 1’nuce will either de­ 
cide the case himself or will direct a new 
trial. 
The expression “ new trial” is one 
of such ill-omen in English ears th at I may 
at once state th at Montenegro law is cheap 
and speedy. 
It is needless to add there are 
no lawyers in Montenegro. 
From this 
patriarchial tree you see on your right the 
palace of the Prince, and on the left a 
grass plot, on which several Montenegrins 
ara lazily lounging. 
These persons are the 
crim inals of the State. 
They are self­ 
guarded. 
Should any of these prisoners 
think fit to return to his native village be­ 
fore his term of imprisonment has expired, 
he can do so, but he will at once be recog­ 
nized and reincarcerated. 
I t is extremely 
rare for them to attem pt to escape from 
the house and grass-plot which has been 
allotcd to them by their Prince. 
M ost of 
these men are homicides, and rarely thieves. 
There are a few female prisoners. 
I am 
told the m ajority are in prison for m urder­ 
ing their husbands. 
As beauty is a flower 
th at blooms b ut in civilized climes, so are 
marriages for love a product of civilization. 
An affair of the heart, culm inating in m ar­ 
riage. is almost unknown among southern 
Slavs. In Bulgaria, in Servia, in Bosnia, 
in Montenegro, the parents arrange these 
m atters, and often a maid has not seen her 
future husband until she meets him a t the 
altar,—[Cettinje Cor. London Times. 


L i g h t n i n g P h o t o g r a p h s — It is often 
asserted of persons killed by lightning th at 
on some part of the body was found a like­ 
ness—" photograph ’’ it is usually called— 
of the tree under which or near which the 
victim stood. 
A short time since the 
editor of Above the Clouds, published on 
the sum m it of M ount W ashington, New 
Ham pshire, was struck by lightning and 
nearly killed. 
On his back was found the 
likeness of a tree ; but as there are no 
trees upon th a t part of M ount W ashing­ 
ton the photograph theory will scarcely 
hold. 
A more reasonable explanation of 
the “ lightning tree ” is suggested by the 
victim —th at it m ust be the result of the 
congestion of the smaller blood vessels of 
the skin.

TWO QUEENS COOKING EGGS. 


Friday, the 221, was a gala day on the 
Ve8nvian Funicular Railway. 
The Hags 
of Italy and Portugal were to be seen all 
along the line. 
The national hym ns of 
both nations were being played by two 
royal big bands, while night was turned 
into day by aid of the electric lamps ; and 
around the station a fragrant flower garden 
had been improvised amid the rugged 
masses of lava. 
A t 8 o’clock in the even­ 
ing twelve royal carriages brought the 
Queens of Italy and Portugal and the royal 
Prem ier, attended by a numerous suite, to 
the station of the Funicular Railway. 
Their M ajesties were received by the Di­ 
rectors of the company, the M anager, Com- 
inendatora D’Amico, and the Sindica of 
Regino aHd Torre del Greco, and after 
alighting, rested a while and partook of 
some light refreshm ents in the buffet of 
the station. 
Shortly after their Majesties, 
accompanied by the Princess and the ladies 
and gentlemen in waiting, entered the car. 
Commendatora D’Amico took charge of the 
brakes and gave the order for starting, 
and the rapid upward motion began. 
Half 
way up the royal train crossed w ith a de­ 
scending car, occupied by a band playing 
the popular local air, “ Funiculi, Funicula.” 
Their M ajesties, who had been admiring 
the marvelous panorama unrolling itself 
below their feet, expressed their pleasure 
at these harmonious sounds in the all but 
perpendicular mountain side. 
The sum ­ 
m it—1,780 m eters above the level of the 
sea—was 
soon 
reached, 
and 
having 
taken 
their 
seats 
in

cushioned 
chairs, 
borne 
on 
the 
shoulders 
of 
the 
Vesuvius 
guides, 
the 
two 
Queens approached the crater. 
The Queen 
of Italy was attended by Commendatora 
D’Amico, while Signor Piccoili acted as an 
escort to her M ajesty of Portugal. 
The 
Princes aud ladies in waiting followed, 
while successive trains brought up the rest 
of the royal retinue. 
The level of the 
crater being attained, their M ajesties went 
on foot to the central cone, and halted on 
the verge of the crater. 
Vesuvius took 
part in the show, sending up a shower of 
enormous rocks and red-hot lava, w ith an 
effort of 
indescribable grandeur. 
The 
Queen of Portugal was in ecstasies over the 
scene ; and Queen M argaret, while express­ 
ing to all her admiration, amused herself 
by pushing her alpenstock through the thin 
crust, on which she was standing, into the 
burning lava bed, until the point of the 
stick took lire. 
Eggs were cooked on the 
hot lava and eaten w ith evident pleasure 
by their M ajesties aud the royal Princes, 
who first, however, demanded permission 
of their mother. 
The royal party re­ 
mained on the sum m it for nearly two 
hours, during which time the 
Princes 
amused themselveB in examining the de­ 
posits from two small orificea which had 
only become extinct the previous day. 
JuBt then a change in tne wind brought 
the stones throw n by Vesuvius into rather 
too close proximity, and the order to re­ 
turn was given. 
The whole extent of the 
crater was illum inated by numerous flam­ 
ing torches, and a magnificent band en­ 
livened the scene w ith a selection of airs. 
Queen M argaret led the way, m arking the 
tim e to one of Strauss’ delightful waltzes.

K U K H IN G 
INSECTS. 


An array of mailed forms, including the 
Bhard-borne beetle, 
w ith his 
drowsy 
hum ,” demands attention. 
In no beetle, 
and, indeed, in no other insect, do we meet 
the perfection of vocalizvion seen in the 
grasshoppers and their relations. And with 
the beetle we approach more clearly to 
the region of “ hums ” and dron ng, and 
leave th at of specialized sounds, bu c’.i as we 
have been metaphorically hearing in tfe 
cicadas. 
To pasa from the latter Insects to 
the beetles, bees, flie3 and their neighbor?, 
appears to be a transition almost as wide as 
th at between the articulate language or 
arithm etic of culture and the scanty vocab­ 
ulary of 
the 
savage or the prim itive 
m athem atics of the tribe who can count ten 
as represented on their fingeis and toes, but 
ask in amazement why there should be more 
things in the world. 
In the beetles the 
sound-producing organ is comparable to a 
kind of “ ra sp ” which moves upon an a d ­ 
joining surface. 
The site of the organ in 
question varies in different beetles. In some 
the rasps are situated ou the upper sur­ 
face of one or two of the tail segments, and 
are rubbed against the hinder edges of the 
wing covers. 
Sometimes the rasp is placed 
quite a t the tip of the ta il; and in some 
well-known beetles (such as the weevils) 
the rasps may be born on the wing covers 
and may produce the stridulatlngsounds by 
rubbing against the edge of the joints of 
the tail. 
Among the sounds produced by 
beetles, the weird noise of the death-watch 
(Anobium) stands pre-eminent. 
The sound 
produced by these beetles resembles the 
ticking of a watch, and they may be made 
to respond by placing a w atch close by 
their habitats. 
The female death-watches 
are known to tick in response to the sounds 
of the male insects. The noise is produced 
apparently by the insect raising itself on 
its legs and striking its chest against 
the adjoining wood. 
Thus the simple ex­ 
planation of an insect call explains away 
the superstition exprsseed in Gay’s line : 
The solemn 
death-w atch click’d 
the 
hour she died.” 
Butterflies and moths are 
known occasionally to produce sounds, 
which proceed, in one or two cases at least, 
from a drum -like membrane analogous to 
th a t seen in cicada. 
Mr. Darwin, indeed, 
mentions th at one species (Ageronla fervnia) 
makes a noise like th a t produced by a 
spring-catch, which can be heard at the 
distance of several yards.”—[Bslgravia 


B a c h e lo r s in H i s to r v —In antiquity 
it was considered unpatriotic to remain 
unmarried.

MINING 
NOTES. 


The Empire mine on the Klamath river 
is paying rich. 
A discovery has been made of some very 
rich and valuable quartz mines in the neigh­ 
borhood of Soda lake. 
The expense of snipping ores from Hai­ 
ley to Omaha, and the reduction of the 
i»me, coats §51 per ton. 
The Golden Crown mine in Bernice Dis­ 
trict, N- v., ha3 a ledge three feet deep of 
very rich free milling ore. 
A t,the Bulidozer mino, Nevada City, a 
fine ledge of a foot in thickness is in sight 
and everything looks favorable for a good 
mine. 
Ore is in sight in the Fair Play mine, 
Silverado mountain, Pinto District, Nev. 
It m estimated to be worth gross at least 
§100,000. 
The Copper King mine, situate ! in Santa 
Fe Mining D.strict, Nev., is rapidly coming 
to the front. 
It ia believed by some to be 
tha best copper mine in the State. 
The Snow oil well, near Santa Ana, is 
new down 115 feet. A second cave has oc- 
carred, and more piping will have to be 
done. 
The indications continue favorable. 
The San Diego Sun says : While some 
men were engaged in sinking a well lately 
for Amos Verlaque, on Santa Maria ranch, 
a blast threw up a shower of very rich gold 
quartz, and disclosed a large vein. 
The new tunnel at the Derbec mine has 
about 400 feet further to go before it will 
connect witb the moat southern drift of the 
old workings. 
Some very rich gravel has 
been taken out in running this tunnel. 
A shipment of high rock from the Four 
Hills came down to Downieville last week, 
aud there was all that a mule could pack. 
The invoice valued the rock—or rather 
gold, as there was more gold than rock— 
at §100,000. 
The Hildreth mine in Fresno is looking 
splendidly. 
They finished cleaning up the 
arastra after a week’s run the other day, 
during which time thirteen and a half tons 
of ore had been groand. 
The result of the 
run was §1,450 in bullion, or something 
over §100 per ton.

CEUEM GNIiL. 


A correspondent sends the Chico Enter­ 
prise the following interesting account of 
one of the peculiar r.nnivorsary ceremoni­ 
als of the Digger or California Indiana in­ 
habiting Ccncow township : 
On Saturday, the 25th of August, the 
country around Bloomer Hill, just across 
the river opposite Cherokee, was made hid­ 
eous by the recurrence of that savage cus­ 
tom among the Indians known as their 
burning. 
To observe this ancient custom, 
which they regard with superstitious sine- 
tity, about fifty dusky sons aud daughters 
of the forest gathered on Saturday, pre­ 
pared their soap, and gathered their wood 
on Sunday, and made ail arrangements for 
the burning, which took place about 12 
o’clock S:>tiiri.-.y, 
This place, Bloomer 
Hi!!, 1 a- '.-.i tn for ytarc the Indian burying 
greuod, anr, it is estimated that thousands 
have been buri \! there. 
At sunset r.n Sat- 
ur ‘ay they i-rinkled tho graves with tlcur 
and veló ■ i , urine lint an Indian can, until 
exhau-teii. 
The 
next 
evening, 
after 
being refreshed with grasshopper, angle­ 
worm and acorn 
soup, 
they manu­ 
factured 
Iheir devil. 
The 
materials 
n?ed in constructing His Satanic Majesty 
were bones—any kind—and feathers pro- 
misconsly gathered. 
Ha wa3 about four 
feet high, and looked as much like the 
"devil before day” aB can be imagined. 
About dusk they built a large fire, and 
kept it burning until midnight with wood 
gathered for the purpose. 
Then com­ 
menced the sacrificial offerings, which con­ 
sisted of wearing apparel and provisions, 
which they suppose wiil be wafted by 
something like “ presto change” to their 
friends in the “ happy hunting grounds.” 
After bnrniDg about 500 pounds cf flour, 
several squaw-Ioads of bacon, numerous 
red handkerchiefs, breeches and shirts, 
they listened to a long, and of conrse elo­ 
quent, 
harangue 
from 
a 
venerable 
“ buck.” They then appointed a committee 
to escort tbeir improvised devil into the 
circle, where he wae given a warm recep­ 
tion. 
He was brought in reach of the fire, 
and amidst the most terrific howling un­ 
ceremoniously precipitated_ into the flames. 
This was the signal for the most unearthly 
mingling of whoop», groans, female shrieks 
and general uproar, which closed the bar­ 
baric scene.

RE-COVERING TABLES, 


A Gorman technical journal gives the 
following practical directions for covering 
writing tallies and the like with cloth er 
leather. Uao strong paste slightly warmed. 
Rye paste, boiled with thick turpentine 
(not the oil) is recommended. 
To keep the 
covering cloth even, it is stretched at one 
end and one side and basted fast to strips 
of wood; a window-bhade roller split 
lengthwise is good for this purpose, the 
round side being put downward, the strip 
being tacked to the table at intervals of 
six inches or so, about two inches inward 
from the edge of the veneering. 
The cloth 
must extend half an inch beyond the 
veneer, because it will be ahort in Bpite of 
the Btretehing. 
After one end and one side 
are fastened, the cloth may be stretched 
and basted around laths on the other two 
sides so as to form an inner border or frame 
two inches from the edges. 
Tho paste is 
then applied to the top of the table close to 
the veneer, but not too near the lath, per­ 
haps one 
aad half 
inches from it, 
and the c’.oth 
that projects 
beyond 
the laU.s 
is pressed 
down 
on 
ike j 
paste and rubbed against the edge of the ¡ 
veneer with the linger nail. 
There will ho 
little folds in the cloth where it Í9 basted, 
and these must be stretched out in pasting 
it down. 
It is then left to dry and the ex­ 
cess ot cloth trimmed off with a sharp 
knife. 
Care must be taken in trimming it 
off, especially when the veneer is thin. 
If 
the cloth is cut back too far, a narrow 
strip bhoAld be pasted in between. 
The 
laths are then carefully removed and the 
cloth brushed off. 
The cloth sho'dd be 
put on so that the uape, if any, runs 
toward the front of the table, if its length 
permit of doing so. 
In covering a table 
with morocco, of course the strips of 
wood cannot be employed. 
To preserve 
its lustre the leather is evenly but not too 
strongly moistened on the wrong side with 
pore water, to which a little vinegar ia 
added. 
The whole top of the table is cov­ 
ered with paste and the leather laid on 
and smoothed cut by scraping from the 
middle towards the sides.
